He doesn 't 
want to read

By the year 2000, BO per cent of the people in the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanski, Conant High 


School teacher thought when he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on individualized instruction last year. 


But what was even more incredible to Szymanski is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think the 
plunge in the reading level would be harmful. 


You sec, by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert. The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference. 


Szymanski heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already is present 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already are carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS are the place where life moves at a rapid, 


efficient pace. Father grabs a newspaper on his way to the 


Test scores 
show students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary and reading comprehension. 


Here is an indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders ore used here as 
an example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centiles, which give a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentlle means 25 per 
cent of tho students tested received high- 
er scores. 


• Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21: 


Last year seventh graders ranked in the 
57th percentile across the nation in lan- 
guage skills on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 


• Schaumburg Township Dist. 54: Stu- 


dents rank in the 60th percentile of the 
nation on the Bond Standardized 
Achievement Test.\ 


• Arlington Heights Dist. 25: James 


Montgomery, director of instruction, said 
seventh graders scored roughly one-half 
year above their grade level on the Com- 
prehensive Test of Basic Skills, com- 
monly called the California Test. The dis- 
trict has a policy against releasing spe- 
cific test scores, Montgomery said. 


• River Trails Dist. 26: Last fall stu- 


dents scored ,in the 59th percentile in 
reading comprehension and the 62nd per- 
centile in vocabulary on the Science Re- 
search Assn. Achievement Test.

the Iowa Test of Basic Skills, said 
Dwight Hall, assistant superintendent for 
instruction and pupil personnel.

train or he listens to the news on the car radio if he drives 
downtown. There's a television in several rooms of the family 
home, most of the kids have radios or tape recorders, and 
Mom can hop into one of the family cars and arrive at a 
shopping center in minutes where she can buy just about 
everything she wants for her family. 


Today's school-age generation has been brought up on af- 


fluence, gadgets and the fast pace of urban life. They don't 
want to read anymore. Reading to them seems slow and 
tedious. They want learning to be quick, easy and entertain- 
ing. 


At least that's how some teachers in local schools see it. 
"It's not that they can't read. They don't want to take the 


time," says Carl Flaks, chairman of the social sciences de- 
partment at Schaumburg High School. "The amount of time 
spent seems to be more important to the student than the 
content. There's a hesitancy on their part if they can learn 
another way, if they can just watch and listen. They want the 
short cut to learning." 


IRONICALLY, the suburbs have some of the best schools in 


the country. In fact, many families move here for that rea- 
son. And it's true that students read well above the national 
average, but at the same time these students seem to be

Ford backs U.S. 
health insurance

Vice President Gerald Ford said Tues- 


day the nation needs a national health 
insurance program to avoid socialized 
medicine and 
suggested strong 


safeguards in health insurance legisla- 
tion to protect the rights of privacy. 


Ford, in a speech prepared for delivery 


to a session of the annual convention of 
the American Medical Assn. in Chicago, 
sold ho had been subjected to "the most 
Intensive investigation ever focused on a 
nominee for tho vice presidency. I was 
awakcnd to the privacy issue in a very 
real and personal sense." 


The Vice President said if the nation 


does nothing to provide national health 
insurance, "especially hi the area of ca- 
tastrophic Illness in this year of rising In- 


flation ... we are issuing an Invitation to 
those who favor the outright socialization 
of medicine." 


Ford said that as chairman of the do- 


mestic council Committee on the Right of 
Prvlacy, he was In favor of a special 
privacy impact statement benig issued 
before approval of any vast medical in- 
formation network. 


He said in order to avert that eventual- 


ity, "the private sector must move to 
meet basic responsibilities." 


If there is a way, he said, for the pri- 


vate sector to administer and collect pre- 
miums for health coverage under pend- 
ing legislation, "I would favor that ap- 
proach, yet I am willing to listen to other 
approaches, mindful that the clock is 
ticking and people are hurting."

Impeachment evidence to go public 


WASHINGTON (UPI)' - The House 


Judiciary Committee voted 22-16 Tuesday 
to make public more than 7,200 pages of 
Impeachment evidence it has examined 
in secret sessions over the past six 
weeks. 


Rep. Wayne Owens, D-Utah, who of- 


fered the motion, said he 'believed the 
material would be Issued early next 
week. 


The material in question includes the 


evidence examined by the Watergate 
grand jury that on March 1 named Presi- 
dent Nixon an unindleted co-conspirator 
in the scandal's cover-up. 


Ownes said his motion-gives Chairman 


Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N; J., and Rep. 
Edward Hutchinson of Michigan, the se- 
nior Republican, the authority to screen 
irrelevant sections of the transcripts of 19 
Watergate tapes the committee pos- 
sesses. 


Also to be excluded is top-secret mate- 


rial concerning 14 months of U. S. bomb- 
ing of Camobdia. 


Other than that, Owens said, ell the 


evidence heard by the committee mem- 
bers in 18 secret sessions will be publish- 
ed. 


Voting for release of the material were 


16 Democrats and six Republicans. Op- 
posed were 11 Republicans and five 
Democrats. 


The White House and Nixon's impeach- 


ment lawyer,,James D. St. Clair, have 
been callng for weeks for release of the 
evidence, but it was believed Rodino was 
motivated chiefly by an attempt to stem 
the leaks which he felt were hurting the 
committee.

News 'cannot be legislated' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 


Court Tuesday unanimously struck down 
a Florida law giving political candidates 
free space to reply to criticism, and 
voted 5 to 4 to give private citizens a 
better chance to sue for libel. 


Speaking for the court in the Florida 


case, Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
said "a newspaper is more than a pas- 
sive receptacle or conduit for news, com- 
ment and advertising." 


"A responsible press is an undoubtedly 


desirable goal, but press responsibility is 
not mandated by tho 'Constitution and 
like many other virtues, It cannot be leg- 
islated," tho opinion said. 


The Florida "right to reply" decision 


stemmed from a lawsuit brought against 
the Miami Herald by Pat L. Tornillo, a 
Democratic candidate in 1972 for a seat 
in the state House of Representatives, 
and well known in the area because of 
his activities as hoad of a teachers union. 


Tornillo invoked the state law after the 


paper came out editorially against his 
candidacy, and the state Supreme Court 
upheld him. 


Only Mississippi has a similar law, but 


the newspaper Industry had feared other 
states might follow suit If the Florida 
statute was upheld. 


In the libel cose, tho court majority 


handed private individuals more latitude 
In protecting their reputations by filing 
libel suits, but raised some new barriers 
to collection of damages. 


The libel case was brought by Chicago 


lawyer Elmer Gortz against the maga- 
zine American Opinion.

1.4 million 1972 
cars face recall 
for smog defects 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Environ- 


mental Protection Agency said Tuesday 
it had notified four major automakers 
that 1.4 million of their 1972 cars may 
carry defective emission control equip- 
ment. 


An EPA spokesman said the agency 


was withholding detailed information on 
the models, but said they were made by 
General Motors, Ford, Chrysler and 
Volkswagen. 


The companies were given 10 days to 


reply to the EPA allegations that the 
cars' smog control equipment emits 
more pollution than permitted under 1972 
federal standards. 


"Wo hove determined that 1.4 million 


was the total production of the type of 
car carrying the emission control device 
we tested," the EPA said. 


Earlier, Chrysler said it would begin a 


recall program involving 825,000 one-year 
old 'cars and 1,000 early model 1974 
trucks for repair of a defective pollution 
control system.

Terror attack linked to Israeli raids

The Palestinian military command 


said Tuesday the guerrilla attack on the 
Israeli coastal town of Nahariyya during 
the night was a "quick reply" to Israeli 
air raids on Palestinian refugee .camps 
in Lebanon. Israel hinted the attack 
would trigger more retaliatory strikes 
across the boarder. 


Seven persons, including a mother and 


her two children, an Israeli soldier and 
the three guerrillas, were killed in a 2$4 
hour battle in the city on the Mediterra- 
nean about four miles south of the border 
with Lebanon. The Israeli military com- 
mand also reported six soldiers and one 


civilian wounded. 


An Israeli military spokesman denied 


Beirut reports that Israeli heavy artil- 
lery began shelling the outskirts of the 
village of Jouayo, 12 miles from the bor- 
der. The reports from Arab newsmen 
said there were losses and casualties in 
the bombardment but gave no specific 
figures. 


At 8 p.m., Arab newsmen said, heavy 


Israeli guns opened fire at Khralbe, Ebl 
Es Saql and Rachaya El-Foukhar, all in 
southeast Lebanon about five miles from 
the border. 


The guerrilla attack overshadowed the 


f i n a l stage of Israeli troop dis- 


engagement from the Golan Heights un- 
der the agreement engineered by Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger. Israeli 
forces pulled out of Quneitra and the Ra- 
fid salient captured in the 1967 Middle 
East war and from three peaks on Mount 
Hermon. All Syrian territory seized dur- 
ing last October's war was returned ear- 
lier. 


Marring the completion of the dis- 


engagement agreement, four Austrian 
U.N. soldiers were killed and another 
wounded when their vehicle hit a mine 
minutes before the Israelis turned over 
the Hermon peaks, a U.N. officer said in 
Quneitra.

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Village board ivrapup 
Development code 
changes studied 


A scries of proposed changes in planned development codes 


will be studied at an upcoming meeting of the village board's 
real estate and zoning committee. 


After a scries of public hearings on the matter, the plan 


commission has recommended a comprehensive revision of 
the planned development codes. Proposed changes include 
creating a new zoning classification for townhouscs and low- 
ering the density of all planned developments. 


The plan commission hearings began in November, 1973, 


and were called because of numerous legal and planning 
problems that have developed since the original planned de- 
velopment ordinance was passed in 1967. 


If the plan commissions recommendations ore upheld by 


the village board, zoning hearings will bo called on whether 
to establish two separate classifications for planned devel- 
opments. One classification would be for townhouscs with a 
maximum density of nine living units per acre. The other 
would bo for apartments and condominium apartments with a 
maximum density of 14 units per acre. Both types of projects 
now have a maximum density of 16 units per acre. 


Seek state funds for bus 


The village board approved Monday an agreement and res- 


olution that will enable Wheeling to qualify for state funding 
for the village bus. 


The state funding program Is designed to help cover the 


deficit of public bus transportation systems in a six-county 
area. Village Mgr. George Passolt said tho village will lose 
increasing amounts of money on tho village bus unless the 
state funding is approved. 


Last year, the village lost about $23,400 on the bus oper- 


ation. Passenger fares and advertising brought in only 
W.600 while It cost about $33,000 to operate tho bus. These 
figures do not include the cost of purchasing the bus or the 
shuttle bus. 


Passolt said he is fairly certain tho village will receive 


some state funding, saying that tho state funds ore dis- 
tributed according to the size of the operating deficit. 


Appointments delayed 


Village Pros. Ted C. Scanlon again delayed action on ap- 


pointments to village commissions and two annexations be- 
cause two board members were absent. 


Trustees John Kocppcn and Ed Bcrgcr were not at the 


board meeting, and Scanlon said that tho items would be 
delayed until all board members arc present. He sold this 
would become tho new policy of the board. This is tho second 
time tho appointments and annexations have been delayed. 


Tho board did, however, approve the payment of $3,572.05 


to Grand Spaulding Dodge for an accident investigation car. 


The trustees also directed tho village attorney to prepare a 


zoning ordinance that would allow a service station at the 
southeast corner of Jcffcry and Milwaukee avenues. 


Discuss wage negotiations 


Board members met in closed session to discuss employe 


wage and salary negotiations over tho objections of two 
trustees. 


Trustees Ron Bruhn and William Hcln voted against tho 


executive session called by Trustee Don Jackson. They later 
said they voted against the closed meeting because they felt 
that such matters should be discussed publicly. 


Village Prcs. Ted C. Scanlon cast tho deciding vote in favor 


of the executive session, saying he wanted to expedite em- 
ploye wage and salary negotiations which are scheduled to 
begin shortly. 


Approval of the 1074-75 budget has been delayed because 


employe wages for tho coming year have not yet been deter- 
mined.

A review of the village flood plain ordinance has been set 


for July 22. 


Trustees plan to meet with the two village consulting engi- 


neers to discuss the possible enactment of a more restrictive 
flood plain code. Currently, the village allows developers to 
build in the flood plain after the land is filled and retention 
provided to compensate for that fill. 


Trustee Don Jackson suggested toughening the flood plain 


regulations, saying that tho village should continue to take 
tho lead In flood control programs.

5 from suburbs killed 
in accident in Canada 


Five persons, including three members 


of a Mount Prospect family, were killed 
Monday when their van burst into flames 
after ramming a gasoline tanker near 
Upsala, Ont., Canada. 


According to Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police, killed were Charles F. Kroli- 
kowski, 48, of 1808 Willow Ln., Mount 
Prospect; his sons, Charles J., 15, and 
Allen J., 10, also of Mount Prospect; and 
a brother, Felix Krolikowski, 50, and his 
son, James 10, both of Melrose Park. 


Police said the Krolikowskis were trav- 


eling behind a gasoline tanker en a local 
highway when the tanker suddenly 
stopped and the Krolikowski vehicle 
rammed it from the rear. Police believe 
that either the tanker split or a valve 


broke and the spilling gasoline Ignited. 
The preliminary indication is that all five 
Krolikowskis burned to death, police 
said.

Kaufman and Broad Inc. could face a 


"barrage of legal attacks" from Hoff- 
man Estates under authority granted by 
officials Monday for civil suits against 
the firm that bribed six 1968 village offi- 
cials. 


The village goal is twofold, officials 


said. It hopes to set legal precedents 
which would make bribery a risky in- 
vestment for developers seeking zoning 
or other favors from municipalities. 
Hoffman Estates also hopes to win a fi- 
nancial judgment from Kaufman and 
Broad equaling "unfair profits" the firm 
derived as a result of the bribery scheme 
to which it pleaded no contest last win- 
ter. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert has esti- 


mated the "unfair profits" at $5 million 
or $10 million, although the village will 
not be able to assess that figure until it 
reviews company financial records under 
discovery motions planned as part of the 
suit action. 


Suits by the village were authorized 


Monday, when the village board directed 
Village Pros. Virginia Hayter to sign 
agreements this morning with two law 
firms. Cost of the suits now is limited to 
$15,000 although the agreements permit 
the village to increase that amount or 
withdraw its financial support if the suits 
still arc pending and the appropriation is 
exhausted. 


UNLESS K&B indicates willingness to 


negotiate out-of-court settlements wtih 
the village by 9 a.m. today, Mayor Hay- 
ter will retain Hofert and Samelson, the 
Des Plaines law firm that handles most 
village legal work, and Hackbert, Rooks, 
Pitts, Fullagar and Poust of Chicago. 
John V. Ryan and Alan S. Ganz, who first 
proposed the village file suit, will be the 
attorneys from the Chicago firm as- 
signed to the case. 


The retainer agreements require the 


attorneys involved to submit detailed 
vouchers of expenses and hourly rates 
for their time to be paid from the $15,000. 
If the village wins its case, one-third of 
any judgment will be paid to the law- 
yers, with 22 per cent allocated to the 
Chicago firm and 11 per cent apportioned 
to Hofert and Samelson.

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Violations found in house built only a year ago 
Elk Grove officials fear 
faulty furnaces widespread

Improper furnace Installations similar 


to those suspected In an estimated 1,700 
Elk Grovo Village homes built In 1905 
nnd 1067 have been found In a village 
employe's house built last year. 


Village officials acknowledge that the 


latest furnace violations were missed 
when the employe's house was Inspected 
by the building department and say the 
problem may bo more widespread than 
they thought. 


The Herald disclosed last week that de- 


fective furnaces may bo Installed In 1,700 
or more local homes. 


Phil Havlland, village fireman who 


lives In a now quadroplex homes at 714 
Gloucester, sold a special village In- 
spection of his furnace two months ago 
found the Installation violates three sec- 
tions of the village building code. 


"I HEARD ABOUT the furnace prob- 


lems through the rumor mill while at 
work. Even though my house was only a 
year old I wanted It Inspected because 
the furnace had been Installed by Scr- 
valrc-Motropolltan Service of Borwyn, 
the same guys that put In the furnaces In 
tlio suspect area." said Havlland. 


"After the Inspection. I got a letter 


from the village building department 
that stated my chlnmcy vent pipe was 
not large enough, the hot water tank flue 
and connecting pipe to the furnace flue 
was not the right size and there was not 
enough combustion air coming In to the 
furnace room." said Havlland. 


Building Director Thomas 
Rcttcn- 


bachcr said, "Havlland's furnace was in- 
spected by this department as was every 
single house In that area, a year ago 
when they were built. 


"Ills house was not knowingly passed 


In violation (of the building code) but 
apparently It was, and It was this depart- 
monl's error." 


"We inspected Havlland's home two 


months ago at his request, like he said, 
and found there were three violations," 
said Rcttcnbachcr. "Mass Inspection of 
all 152 units In the area arc not sched- 
uled but will be done on request," he 
added. 


Haviland said he is urging all his 


neighbors to have their furnaces checked 
by the building department which is of- 
fering free Inspections. 


RETTENBACHER SAID the village Is 


conducting Inspections on an emergency 
basis while waiting for a report from a 
consultant hired by the village to deter- 
mine If defective furnaces or faulty In- 
stallations are responsible for furnace 
failures.

Installations violated code 


Furnace Installations in an esti- 


mated 1,700 homes built in 1965 
through 1067 apparently violated the 
Elk Grovo Village building code in 
effect at that time. 


Up to four code violations may ex- 


ist in Centex Corp.-bullt homes In an 
area bounded by Salt Creek, Devon 
Avenue, Kcswlck Road and the west- 
ern village border. 


Building Director Thomas Rct- 


tcnbachcr said he believes the viola- 
tions may exist In all the 1,700 homes 
because the furnaces were Installed 
by the same company using the 
same specifications. 


The furnaces were installed by Scr- 


valrc-Mctropolltan Service Corp. of 
Bcnvyn, which has handled many 


other furnace Installations in the vil- 
lage. 
, 


The furnaces may also be leaking 


toxic fumes into the homes through 
the heating system because of defec- 
tive heat exchangers which crack 
and corrode. Area heating con- 
tractors have reported replacing hun- 
dreds of heat exchangers in the last 
two years. The furnaces are manu- 
factured by the Johnson Corp. of 
Ohio. 


Village officials have known about 


the furnace defects for two years but 
did not make the information public 
until lost week when contacted by 
Herald reporters. Village officials 
have hired an engineering consultant 
to pinpoint the cause of the furnace 
problems and expect a report from 
him in two to throo weeks.

Rotlzza's wife 
said, "We turned our furnaco off and 
won't use It until the inspection. I 
haven't been feeling well lately since I've 
been home from work and I didn't want 
to taker any chances after hearing some 
furnaces in the area were leaking 
fumes," she added. 


Rcttcnbacher said residents who are 


concerned about their furnaces or have 
notice odors should shut the furnace off 
completely If on Inspection cannot be 
scheduled Immediately. 


MORE THAN loo residents have colled 


for inspections. 


"Everybody admits I hove a legitimate 


problem and the building department 
makes statements like 'all violations will 
bo corrected,' but what I want to know is 
who Is going to pay for the corrections?"

'Fire!', an ABC documentary, is questioned by Underwriters Laboratories. 


Rebuttal 


Underwriters Laboratories charges ABC unfair 


in fall documentary on polyurethane plastics 


by MONICA WILCH PERIN 


The recent rebroadcast of the ABC documentary "Fire!" 


dredged up a controversy that has smoldered without resolu- 
tion since the original airing of the program last Nov. 26. 


In the documentary, ABC Science Editor Jules Bergman 


pointed an accusing finger at Underwriters Laboratories 
<UL), charging that UL had failed to warn the public of the 
fire hazard of polyurethane plastics and thus shared a large 
part of the blame for a number of serious fires involving such 
materials. 


In the first interview UL has granted on the subject since 


then, Jack A. Bono, chief engineer of fire protection at UL, 
discussed with The Herald the ABC documentary and UL's 
work and findings since last November. 


Although UL has chosen not to issue a public rebuttal to the 


documentary (because of the complexity of the subject and 
because "we probably wouldn't hove tho last word, any- 
way"), the feeling at UL Is one of betrayal through out-of- 
contcxt quoting, misrepresentation and plain error. 


BONO POINTED out first that the 1969 report to the 


Society of the Plastics Industry, which ABC described as the 
"discovery" of the flammability of polyurethane plastics, con- 
tained "no deep dark secrets." In fact, it was a summary of 
information obtained from government and industry sources 
and from journals and newspapers. 


"UL sent questionnaires to governmental agencies, fire 


marshals, and code people asking about fires involving cellu- 
lar plastics," Bono said. "It wasn't anything that people In 
the field didn't already know — it came from them." 


In the documentary, Bergman asked UL Prcs. Baron 


Whitaker, "How could UL not act and worn people?" after it 
"discovered the high flammability of urethanes." 


Bono also expressed concern over Bergman's use of the 


broad generic term "polyurethano plastics" in the docu- 
mentary. 


"THE IMPRESSION given by ABC Is that plastics tend to 


be the same. The fact is, they vary quite widely In character- 
istics, including flammability." One manufacturer alone has 
produced some 900 different formulations of polyurethancs. 


"The impression left was that the tunnel test results in low- 


flame ratings for plastics. This is not true, and we hod delib- 
erately pointed out that tho test has resulted in a wide- 
flammability range on plastics — 25 to 200." The tunnel test 
measures speed and distance of flame spread. 


Bono added that "anything with a flame spread rating of 


200 or more UL will not classify." 


The documentary spoke of the "UL seal of approval" and 


"UL label" which it said "mean safety (to) untold millions," 
but non-consumer products like polyurethanes and other 
building materials arc not tested for or given UL's seal. 


These materials are tested for a specific characteristic, 


such as flammability, and given a classification or rating 
which defines that characteristic. Classification does not im- 
ply that UL approves tho material as "safe." 


"SAFETY IS not an absolute," Bono said. "It's a matter of 


what degree of risk you are willing to take. For example, If 


operative both before and since the documentary in providing 
UL with information concerning the specific material used in 
the test, its manufacturer and other test data. 


"We finally found out it was a polyurethane obtained on the 


West Coast. It was represented as a material tested by UL 
and given a low rating." 


BUT IN fact, Bono said, what the manufacturer had sub- 


mitted to UL and received a low-flammability rating on was 
a spray foam. "The material used in the test on ABC was this 
material formed into board stock," Bono said, a use for 
which it was not intended and not classified by UL. 


"The problem is that the outside of this bun is exposed to 


the air and ewes rapidly (meaning the chemicals react to

"But you would be concerned about having any wood in a 


theater exit hall where you would be moving a large number 
of people. Most codes would call for a 25 or less rating, like 
gypsum wall board or plaster." 


But UL's greatest concern now Is unraveling the mystery of 


the-polyurethanes that burned on the documentary — particu- ' 
larly thejnaterlal burned In the "corner test." 


Before ABC began work on its documentary lost fall, Bono 


said, UL had already started to investigate the testing of 
polyurethancs being done by the University of California, 
which performed the corner test filmed by ABC. 


The University of California, Bono said, has been unco- 


all. The formation will vary greatly from outside to center In 
flammability characteristics." 


When UL obtained some of the material, the boards varied 


in flammability from 30 to 60 — presumably more flammable 
than the material used in the ABC test. 


This reporter watched films of a series of tests conducted 


by UL on this material. In an open corner test duplicating 
early work by the University of California, the plastic barely 
burned, dropping back quickly and leaving only a char con- 
fined to the corner. 


The test was then repeated using a fire source 10 times that 


of the wastebasket and milk cartons used by the university, 
and this produced a more significant fire, but still not the 
conflagration pictured on ABC. 


FINALLY, UL constructed a 4-sided room after learning 


that a similar structure was used by the university on ABC, 
and the result was again very little burning. ABC filmed this 
test at UL's urging, but did not include it in the documentary. 


Moreover, In all of UL's tests using polyurethane plastics 


with a confirmed 25-flame-spread rating — the alleged class!' 
flcation of the material shown on ABC — it has produced 
even less burning than with the material obtained from Cali- 
fornia. 


As a result, UL engineers strongly suspect that either the 


University or ABC — or both — was misled into believing 
they were testing low-flame spread polyurethane wh?n it ac- 
tually was a more flammable material — the variable board 
stock produced by the California company. 


Based on UL's tests, only when true low-flame-spread pol- 


yurethane is subjected to 7t quite intense fire source will it 
burn seriously — and under those conditions, other building 
materials will burn as badly or worse. 


ACCORDING TO UL, none of the polyurethanes involved in 


the real fires on ABC were specifically Identified as to forma 
lotion and none bore UL classification. Moreover, as in- 
sulation materials, they were intended to be covered and 
when used without covering, burned no more fiercely than 
fiberglas Insulation subjected to an open flame in another UL 
test 


The documentary called into question the validity of cur- 


rent flammability tests. It charged that the Bunsen burner 
test, "devised by the American Society for Testing and Mate- 
rials (ASTM), and with a similar Underwriters Lab counter- 
part test, was used for years to prove that urethane didn't 
burn ..." 


However, UL does not use any small-scale test like ASTM's 


Bunsen burner, according to Bono, who himself spoke out 
against such tests as far back as 1954. 


The steiner tunnel test, also severely criticized, is never- 


theless capable of distinguishing the flammability character- 
istics of materials in a wide, spectrum of fire exposures, ac- 
cording to Castino. 


"We have found one point at which the tunnel doesn't pre- 


dict performance, and that Is with a 50-pound crib (a Ore 
source 25 times the Intensity of the waste basket used on 
ABC)." And in that kind of a fire, there Is little chance of 
being protected by any other building material.

losing their motivation or their patience or their desire for 
reading.

"A lot. of it Is because these kids have grown up In a media 


age. We're reaping now kids who were, born In an era where 
families had television sets,!' says Flaks. Beading is dull to' 
them, and Vafter awhile It becomes old hat and you have to 
bo entertaining to teach. That's why 'Sesame Street* is popu- 
lar," he says. This search for an easy way to learn is "a 
byproduct of the emphasis on quickness in urban life." 


Some schools may be overdepending on audiovisual learn- 


ing in response to these student demands, says Flaks. "Audio- 
visual material has its place but if we move entirely to audio- 
visual then we're going to be shortchanging ourselves in the 
future because we won't know how to read or do research," 
says Flaks. 


For Instance, films are being used more often In classes 


today because they "expose today's students to so much 
more," says Flaks. "When I was in high school, we had 
maybe three movies in a class a'year," but today it is "at 
least once a week," he says. 


FLAKS FEARS THE trend away from reading from a so- 


cial science standpoint.'"When you lose reading abilityi you 
lose the curiosity to find out things. You lose creative people, 
inventive people," he says. 


"Reading goes hand in hand with progress," says Flaks. 


"The talent that could have been developed, could have been 
used, won't be. It won't be tapped. Those people who can read 
and comprehend will make the decisions in society," he says. 


Flaks admits that his predictions seem "Orwelllan," but he 


can also see how society can be altered if its citizens cease to 
be literate. Take Latin America for example, says Flaks. It 
has a small upper class, a slightly larger middle class and an 
enormous illiterate lower class. In the United States the 
middle class is the largest but if only a few have the ability to 
rule, the middle class will shrink and the lower class will 
grow In numbers, he says. 


"Education has been used to obliterate class- lines in our 


society," says Flaks. "I's one of the reasons why we have 
such a large middle class today." 


FLAKS THINKS the solution to the decline in reading must 


come from outside the school and he puts the finger on the 
employer. "The big change that would come would come 
from an employer. We talk about the need to read and the kid

says, 'So what. I've got a job. I'm doing OK,' " says Flaka. 
"The boss can cause things to happen because he dangles the 
green stuff." 


Many employers of nigh school graduates in the Northwest 


suburban area agree that students come to them well-edu- 
cated but that their attitude has become more casual In re- 
cent years. Not only are students uninterested in reading 
today, they seem uninterested In doing anything in detail. 


"There's a lackadaisical attitude about certain things," 


says an interviewer for Central Telephone Co. in-Des Plaines. 
Several employers report that neatness is a problem in filling 
out application forms and spelling has gotten worse. 


JACK ROBERTSON, personnel manager for Sears, Roe- 


buck and Co. store at Woodfleld Shopping Center, gets about 
30 applications from high school graduates per day, many of 


whom are looking for part-time work while going to college. 


"Spelling Is atrocious, it's lousy," says Robertson. The ap- 


plicants seem to do poorly on simple tasks. "There's a care- 
lessness In the preparation of applications. A sloppy atti- 
tude," he says. In general they "have a more casual ap- 
proach to a lot of things." 


But, Robertson .says, "As a rule they are probably better 


educated over-all." He thinks television may have helped 
broaden the knowledge of the average person but "it may 
have eaten away other things." 


ONE APPLICANT, says Robertson, misspelled the word he 


used to describe his .former job on the application form — 
mekanic. Another student constantly mixed capital letters 
with lower case letters when he .filled out the form. Yet these 
people are very good with computers and office equipment 
and they're a whiz on the electronic cash registers at Sears, 


says Robertson. 


"We've changed a lot of things in the laast few years," says 


Robertson. "It's a very fast life." 


Many educators today believe that teaching machines and 


all the paraphernalia that goes with them are on the way out. 
One who agrees that reading will never be old fashioned 
smiles and tells this fable: 


It's the year 2000 and people sit in their small cubicles 


wearing headphones and watching a television screen. 
There's an advertisement on the screen and through the bead- 
phones the viewer is promised a new way to learn. It's por- 
table; it's quiet, it doesn't use electrical or nuclear energy; it 
can be used anytime, day of night; it lasts indefinitely, and it 
can be used alone — individualized contact with the learner.

U.S. filling 
doctor-poor 
cities, towns 


One hundred twenty-five physicians 


will begin practice next month in parts 
of the country where doctors, dentists, 
nurses and other health care profes- 
sionals are in short supply. 


The doctors have been placed by the 


National Health Services Corps, a feder- 
al program designed to provide health 
care professionals in cities and towns 
with critical shortages. Started 
In 


January, 1972, the Health Service Corps 
has placed 400 professionals in more than 
200 communities. 


Each physician Is paid a salary by the 


Corps for two years with the hope the 
physician will set up practice in the com- 
munity. While a member of the Corps* 
the physician charges (he customary fees 
for medical services to patients. The 
money is then used to repay the federal 
government for the salary. 


One of every four Corps physicians 


who have been in a community two 
years or longer Is staying there, accord- 
ing to Dr. Edward Martin, Corps direc- 
tor. 


"Successful placement depends on the 


community." Martin said. "The Corps 
matches assignees with communities and 
establishes tho practice, but only the 
community can assure success by using 
and supporting tho health professional. 
Wo are convinced that eventually tho 
majority of tho physicians will stay in 
tho areas to which they are assigned."

Court cracks down on Imperial

Officials of the scandal-riddled Impe- 


rial Inventors International Inc. of DCS 
Plaines and two of its subsidiaries were 
ordered yesterday to halt all 'activities 
concerning the preparation of patent ap- 
plications by a Cook County Circuit Court 
judge. 


The action, which names Imperial, 


Washington Patent Assistance Inc. and 
Imperial Patent Services Inc., came 
about as part of out of court settlement 
of a lawsuit brought last year by the Pat- 
ent Law Assn. of Chicago. 


Besides enjoining the three corpo- 


rations, the order halts patent prepara- 
tion activities by Imperial officials Clair 
C. Wagner, Thomas M. Roth, Jack 
B r u m ley, Donald McAllister, Linda 
McMullin and Donald Lewis. 


Many of those persons also have been 


named in a law suit brought by Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott's Consumer 
Fraud and Protection Division. 


W A G N E R . ROTH, Brumley, 


McAllister and Lewis were indicted by a 
federal grand jury on mail-fraud charges 
stemming from the operation of both Im- 
perial Inventors International Inc. and 
Washington Patent Assistance. 


The PLAC had charged that the corpo- 


rations and the individuals were engaged 
in the unauthorized practice of law. Im- 
perial and its subsidiares have claimed 
to offer marketing and product ana- 
lysis for inventors. The company has 
been the subject of continuing Herald in- 
vestigation since the fall of 1D72. 


The PLAC charged that the operation 


of Imperial and its officers engaged in 
activities which were interpreted as re- 
lated to the practice of law. Illinois law 
requires that all persons engaged in the 
practice of law be licensed by the state. 
None of the persons named in the final 
court order were licensed to practice law 
or prepare patent material. 


UNDER THE terms of the court order 


the corporations and the individuals 
named in the suit were enjoined from 
"holding themselves out as being able to 
provide legal services." 


A spokesman for the PLAC said the 


group was satisfied with the agreement, 
which was reached without a full court 
hearing.

Meat buyers lose again

If the problem weren't so eco- might be a cause for hysterical 


n o m i c o l l y painful and we laughter, 
weren't all victims, the latest do- 


As it is, the government's gyra- 


tions last week were somewhat 
laughable, on their face. But since 
we the consumers are once again 
being taken, it's really more path- 
etic than laughable. 


The problem, it seems, is that 


beef prices have begun to stabilize 
or drop. Perhaps it hasn't seemed 
like a drop has taken place in the 
Northwest suburbs, but across the 
country the consumer is paying 
less and less for meat for the din- 
ner table. 


If outsiders left the meat market 


alone, here's what would be hap- 
pening: farmers would be receiv- 
ing less profit on their cattle, 
therefore, they would start raising 
fewer cattle, and the scarcity 
would tend to raise prices again, 
thus assuring them of more profits. 
But higher profits would mean less 
beef purchasing, and the prices 
would naturally drop again. 


This 
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In other words, in a free market 


there's a kind of stability which 
works — but only when the govern- 
ment or other interests don't mess 
with It. When those interests fiddle 
with it, the consumer becomes the 
victim. 


The government, it seems, is 


about to buy $100 million worth of 
beef for the fall school program. 
This will help boost beef prices, 
and it will satisfy farmers who are 
facing declining prices and are 
thus complaining loudly. 


The U.S. Government's not 


the only institution which is tin- 
kering with the free market, Super- 
market officials met recently with 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl Butz 
and Presidential adviser Kenneth 
Rush and agreed to stage more 
special sales to encourage the sale 
of beef, thus helping force up the 
cost of meat. 


All of this intervention means 


that the American consumers' 
economy measures during the re- 
cent months were wasted, and 
were, in a-sense, responsible for 
the government's action. We 
learned so well during last sum- 
mer's meat crisis how to find sub- 
stitutes for meat that now, because 
of the effect we've had on the econ- 
omy, the government must step in 
to raise prices up to earlier levels. 


It's too bad about the farmer's 


plight, but it's even worse how the 
consumer's being ripped off by a 
government which insists upon 
higher prices to aid the farmer. It 
would all be so laughable, if the 
pain in our purses and wallets 
didn't annoy us so much. 


Clark Mollenhoffs 'Watch on Washington' 
Kissinger forces issue

WASHINGTON - Henry A. Kissinger's 


emotional threat to resign has many car- 
marks of a clever ploy to force a formal 
vote on his integrity In the friendly Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee — be- 
fore the question comes before a less 
friendly committee. 


Tho Secretary of State knows he may 


never be In a betlcr position to force tho 
isjue than In the wake of his phenomenal 
diplomatic victories In the Middle East. 


Ho also realizes his vulnerability to 


criticism concerning his testimony about 
his rolo In wiretapping of government 
employes and newsmen. 


Tho results which may follow from In- 


complete testimony ore shown dramati- 
cally In the case of former Attorney Gen- 
eral lilchard Klclndlcnst, who entered a 
pica of guilty after falling to answer fully 
the questions of tho Senate Judiciary 
Committee In his confirmation hearings. 


Klclndlcnst's misrepresentations and 


mlsstatomcnts, made In April, 1072, were 
all but forgotten until the question came 
up on the fringe of the Watergate in- 
vestigations by Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworskl. 


In his Senate testimony, Klclndlcnst 


left tho Impression his only contact with 
the White House concerning the ITT anti- 
trust case had been with Special Assist- 
ant Peter Flanlgan. 


Senator Marlow Cook, R-Ky.. had said, 


"As I recall there was no discussion con- 
cerning tho (ITT) report other than per- 
functory remarks regarding delivery and 
an expression of appreciation for the as- 
sistance rendered to Mr. (Assistant At- 
torney General Richard) McLaren?" 


Klclndlcnst said, "Yes." 
In all his replies, Kloindlcnst over- 


looked very pointed discussions In which 
President Nixon protested McLaren's ac- 
tions on the ITT anti-trust matter. These 
discussions were hardly ones Klelndicnst 
would have forgotten, for they caused 
him to threaten to resign as deputy attor- 
ney general. 


Some members of the special prose- 


cutor's staff believed Klclndlcnst should 
have been prosecuted for perjury for fall- 
Ing to relate tho Involvement of Presi- 
dent Nixon In tho ITT controversy. 


Klcindienst Initially had felt protected 


in the controversy by his friendly rela- 
tionship with Judiciary Committee Chair- 
man James O. Eastlond, D-Miss. How- 
ever, he saw that protection collapse un- 
der a three-way pressure from the House 
Judiciary Committee, the Senate Water- 
gate Committee and Special Prosecutor 
Jaworskl. 


This Is not unlike the current position 


of Kissinger, who already has made an 
explanation on his wiretapping note that 
satisfied his friend, Chairman William 
Fulbrlght, D-Ark. But that involvement

The central question on Kissinger's in- 


tegrity docs not involve the legality of 
the wiretap or whether it was justified 
for stopping security leaks. Tho main 
question is: Did Kissinger, under oath in 
his confirmation hearings, deliberately 
misrepresent or misstate his role and re- 
sponsibility for 17 specific wiretaps? 


There is no doubt that ho seeks to 


avoid any rolo of "Initiative" and picture 
himself as only "going along" as a con- 
duit between President Nixon and tho 
late J. Edgar Hoover. 


Chief U.S. Judge George Hart, in sen- 


tencing Klclndlcnst, noted the former at- 
torney general's testimony indicated no 
real desire "to deceive" but only an in- 
terest in "protecting" his relations with 
the President. 
. Hart gave Klcindienst a slap-on-th* 
wrist sentence of 30 days and $100 /inc, 
both parts of which the judge suspended. 


In what Kissinger has referred to as 


"the poisonous" atmosphere created by 
Watergate, the Secretary of State had 
seen that even a cabinet officer might bo 
held accountable for misstatemcnts at 
some future time. 


Rather than take a chance with scrtous 


damage from the Senate Watergate Com- 
mittee, the House Judiciary Committee, 
Special Prosecutor Jaworski or In one of 
the several trials in which he may be- 
come involved, Kissinger chose an early 
showdown when his reputation is at Its 
peak. 


Members of the Senate Foreign Rela- 


tions Committee are friendly to Kissin- 
ger and flattered by the special attention 
he gives them from his celebrity pin- 
nacle as a Nobel prize winner and diplo- 
mat par-excellence In foreign affairs. 


Add to that the record of past reluc- 


tance of the committee to do the kind of 
tough investigations that deal with for- 
eign aid frauds and other scandals and it 
Is easy to see why Kissinger demanded 
an early Investigation by that group. 


To demonstrate their faith In Kissinger 


even before the new rclnvcstlgatlon 
started, seven of the 17 members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
were among the 52 signers of a resolu- 
tion, of confidence In."the integrity" of 
Kissinger. 
• It Is obvious that those senators believe 
Kissinger Is an indispensable man and 
that the normal standards do not apply 
to testimony given by national heroes.

'House T V needs caution* 


by DAVD E. ANDERSON 


WASHNGTON — One of the per- 


ipheral debates threaded through the 
Watergate affair Is whether — should the 
House Judiciary Committee report an 
Impeachment bill — to televise the House 
deliberations, and, if it goes that for, the 
Senate trial. 


While it might seem logical that such a 


momentous drama In the nation's history 
be given the widest possible coverage, 


many arguments have been raised 
against live coverage. 


In addition, there are some Indications 


that demands' from the television In- 
dustry itself 
may jeopardize their 


request for coverage. 


Hartford Gunn Jr., president of the 


Public Broadcasting Service (PBS,1) In a 
recent speech addressed this latter Issue 
and sounded a warning that "we in the 
television Industry would use our best ef- 
forts to accommodate ourselves to the 
needs of the Congress and not vice ver- 
sa." 
• 


Gunn said it was his understanding 


that House Speaker Carl Albert had al- 
ready been approached by producers and 


journalists with requests for lights, cam- 
era platforms and positions that Albert 
feels will both discomfort and disrupt the 
proceedings. 


In his call for accommodation, Gunn 


suggested such requests should be modi- 
fied. "Surely we can accept a less than 
perfect television picture in order to be 
sure we can have a picture," he said. 


"Even more seriously," he added, "I 


understand suggestions have been made 
to the speaker that the presentation of 


' evidence and other activities be organ- 


ized, timed, and delivered on the floor to 
better meet the demands of television as 
the producers and journalists see them." 


The effect of such suggestions, if car- 


ried out, would be to turn the event — 
perhaps the most serious event television 
has been privileged to cover in recent 
history — into something like a profes- 
sional football game, Gunn said, "where 
television controls the time-outs for com- 
mercial breaks." 


"We as an Industry must not Intrude to 


the slightest degree on the affairs of the 
House and Senate, not only because it Is 
grossly inappropriate for us to do so but 
also because the industry might be the 
reason why the public was denied access 
to the public's business," he added. 


Impeachment is not an entertainment. 


In the process,, not only is the personal 
career of Richard Nixon at stake, but so 
is the confidence of the American people 
in their Institutions of government — a 
confidence that recent opinion polls have 
shown to be dangerously eroding. 


Gunn concluded: "If we as journalists 


and broadcasters were to be In the sligh- 
test way-responsible for a denial of pub- 
lic access to the process of impeach- 
ment, we would be justly condemned by 
all citizens." (UP)

Most executive officers for 250 of 


the nation's largest industrial firms 
believe coal will -"return to promi- 
nence" as a major industrial energy 
source by 1984, a nationwide survey 
by a manufacturer of pollution abate- 
ment systems indicates. 


The survey, released Monday by 


the Purity Corp., Elk Grove Village, 
was conducted among executives 
representing companies with com- 
bined estimated 1973 sales of $89.8 
billion.' 


Nearly three-fourths of those sur- 


veyed said they believed coal would 
"return to prominence" In the next 
decade and 41 per cent predicted the 
return to wide use of coal would oc- 
cur within five years. 


Only 12 per cent of the surveyed 


companies still use coal as their ma- 
jor source of energy, but more than 
one-third of those firms not using 
coal as their principal source said 
they were studying the feasibility of 
reconverting to coal use, Purity said. 


Virtually all the executives agreed 


that two major obstacles must be 
overcome before coal can be widely 
used again as a major energy source 
— the cost of changing over equip- 
ment and the task of developing on 
effective pollution abatement system 
to control sulfur dioxide emissions. 


MORE THAN 81 per cent of those 


surveyed indicated they see the cur- 
rent energy shortage as both real 
and long term, while only 1.6 per 
cent believed the current shortages 
are contrived. 


Ladd J. Plrcon, Purity president, 


said that five years from now, "de- 
spite evidence to the contrary, It is 
conceivable that two of every five 
major companies in this country 
could be using coal in a very signifi- 
cant fashion." 


He said 41 per cent of the execu- 


tives surveyed "are not banking on a 
long-term breakthrough in tech- 
nology. They regard using coal al- 
most immediately to be consistent 
with their needs, and that means 
finding solutions to problems inher- 
ent in coal use now."

The group has acquired In- 
terests in drilling tracts in Texas, Loui- 
siana and the Gulf of Mexico, with tho 
first of the new supply of natural gas 
expected to arrive this winter.

lation, who arc the other 95 per cent? 


Almost anyone, according to Dr. 


Robert Simon, director of Medical 
Services at Forest Hospital. 


"Alcohol Is a Very democratic drug 


used by all segments of the popu- 
lation," said Simon, who is also di- 
rector of the hospital's Alcoholism 
and Drug Program. "Alcoholism 
knows no prejudice and has no re- 
spect whatsoever (or the neighbor- 
hood In which one lives or the typo 
of work one does. It doesn't prefer 
one typo of alcoholic beverage over 
another nor docs it have a preference 
(or cither sex." 


SIMON SAID It is believed one In 


17 people arc excessive drinkers. It 
Is estimated there are anywhere 
from 4.S to 18 million alcoholics in 
the United Slates. "The most agreed- 
upon figure Is 9 million," ho sold. 


"Wo cannot anticipate who will be 


an alcoholic," Simon said. "The alco- 
holic population docs have certain 
common characteristics, but to as- 
sume that every person with these 
characteristics will become an alco- 
holic would bo incorrect, only that 
there's a greater likelihood for them 
to do so. Alcoholics tend to exhibit a

ter traits and emotional stability. 


"An alcoholic," Simon continued, 


"Is not necessarily someone who 
drinks everyday or someone who 
gets excessively drunk. Ho is a per- 
son who drinks too much. In effect, 
on alcoholic is one who's drinking be- 
gins to affect his intellectual, emo- 
tional or physical functioning. His 
drinking begins to interfere with his 
family functions. It begins to inter- 
fere with him socially or economic- 
ally. He drinks so much it begins to 
interfere literally with his function 
within society." 


SIMON SAID THAT a person can 


drink too much without being an al- 
coholic, but there is a point at which 
the individual no longer controls his 
drinking and where the drinking be- 
gins to influence him. "It can bo 
rather subtle," he said. "The person 
begins to feel uncomfortable about 
how he's drinking — he's drinking 
more than ho intends, he's ex- 
periencing memory lapses or 'black- 
outs,' he begins to loso tolerance and 
gets drunk sooner, after drinking less 
than usual. Ho then begins to cover 
up his drinking and do things that 


only tend to aggravate the situation, 
which leads him to drink even more. 
A vicious circle begins. 


"But to realize that one Is an 


alcoholic is difficult: While It may 
bo obvious by now to everyone 
around him,'It's not necessarily ob- 
vious to him. In some ways, in deal- 
ing with the alcoholic population, the 
clement of denial Is one of the most 
difficult obstacles to overcome," said 
Simon. "Meaningful help can occur 
only when he acknowledges a prob- 
lem exists. It is the beginning." 


When the alcoholic finally acknowl- 


edges that something is wrong and 
decides to get help, he becomes a 
possible candidate for an alcoholism 
rehabilitation program. 
"Our program," said Simon, "is app- 
roximately four weeks of Inpatient 
programming as well as outpatient 
counseling, group therapy and educa- 
t i o n a l s e m i n a r s . Alcoholics 
Anonymous and Al Anon meet at the 
hospital. Antabuse (a, drug which 
makes the user ill if he takes alco- 
hol) may be recommended. 


"Adequate programming has many 


components: 
early 
identification, 


stabilization, education, evaluation 
and rehabilitation. Relaxation and 
Blofecdback Training for the Forest 
Hospital Progam is part of the 
educational process. Rehabilitation 
and education only begin in the hos- 
pital and ultimately are the most im- 
portant ingredients for lasting recov- 
ery." 


Water retention can cause weight gain 


^ 


Like so many people I am confused re- 


garding water retention. What Is the nor- 
mat amount a person should retain, and 
does this condition keep excess weight on 
one attempting to lose weight? Could this 
cause a loss or gain of pounds over a few 
days? I am 67. We surely appreciate' 
your columns and have received so much 
help from them. 


All of us retain some water because of 


gravity. Man is an upright person, and 
when standing water accumulates in the 
legs and lower part of the body. 


One of the experiments I did to study 


weightlessness was to put healthy young 
men to bed and study the change in their 
weight and water. It was common for 
these young men to lose three to five 
pounds in 24 hours, and it was all water 


. We demonstrated this by measuring 
the amount of urine they passed and the 
amount of fluid they drank. So, the an- 
swer to your question about the possi- 
bility of losing several pounds of water in 
•a few days is yes. 
. 
OTHER THINGS affect the amount of 


body water, too. Remember that more 
than half of your body weight is water, 
under normal circumstances. We are not 
instant dried humans. A good physical 
workout with sweating can cause a per- 
son to lose 10 pounds. But, don't get ex- 
cited over that, it all comes back just as 
soon as the thirst and salt requirements 
are met. It is not a loss of pounds of fat 
at all. . 


It is common for the body to fluctuate

The low-carbohydrate diet 
fads 'are in this ballpark. 


When you eliminate 
carbohydrates 


drastically, the kidney eliminates more 
salt than normal and with it goes about 
five pounds, of normal body water. So', 
you are delighted when you get on the 
scale and see how much you have lost. 


But, it won't last, either, and unless 


you continue to restrict your calories or 
significantly increase your physical ac- 
tivity to use calories, the water and the 
weight will return. 


EVEN WITH well-planned, good 


weight-reducing programs, the body wa-, 
ter is a factor. There may be some initial 
loss as the excess fat is broken down and 
used for energy. The process releases 
water and carbon dioxide. You eliminate 
the carbon dioxide from your- lungs, but 
you may hold on to the excess water. 
This may continue for two or three 
weeks. 


During this entire period your weight 


may not change, despite the decreased 
calorie intake. Then one day there is a 
mighty rush of water and you will be 
passing lots of water all day and the next 
day your weight will have dropped. The 
cycle then repeats itself. In such people 
weight loss occurs in a series of steps 
and'not' as a day-by-day affair. The' re- 


tained water then fools'people by causing 
them to think they are not making prog- 
ress when in fact they are. 


Water itself never contributes to 


pounds of fat. Losing or retaining water 
will affect the reading on the scales but 
not the pounds of fat under your skin.

Broker strikes winning formula 


by DEAN C. MILLER 


NEW YORK - William J. Holland, a 


Fort Lauderdalo, Flo., real estate bro- 
ker, has come a long way since he 
waited on tables in Detroit restaurants. 


Last year his W. J. Holland Inc., oper- 


ation sold $280 million worth of land, re- 
puted to be the largest dollar volume by 
a U.S. real estate firm. In 19S5, after 
selling real estate in the Detroit area for 
10 yean, Holland migrated to Fort Lau- 
derdato "because of its great real estate 
potential In fun, sun and lifestyle." 


There was one problem. He needed a 


Florida real estate license. So he studied 
and passed the exams. The same day 
Holland received his license ho sold a 
piece of property that made him a 
$100,000 commission. 


SEVERAL YEARS ago Holland took a 


$100 option on a tract of land west of 
Fort Lauderdalo and it eventually gener- 
ated $6 million In profits. 


"All of that may sound very good and 


very easy," said Holland, a bald, bespco 
tncled man whose quiet voice and man- 
ner don't jibe with his sales record. "Ac- 
tually, I've fared well because I've al- 
ways done my homework. Take that 


$100,000 commission I made the day I got 
my license In Florida. 


"Months of study of the'Florida real 


estate scene, how and where to sell, went 
into that transaction." . 


Aside from such spade work, Holland 


thinks big. His overage sale is about $1 
million. 


"We don't sell houses; we sell know- 


how about land," Holland said just be- 
fore taking off on a vacation to the Greek 
Isles. 


, "HERE'S THE way I see it. The many 
local, state and federal rules and regu- 
lations real estate brokers face today 
sometimes delay deals for* 15 to 18 
months. We try to cut that down to 90 
days by putting the pieces together 
ahead of time, by processing the land to 
get it through the governmental red tape 
so you con move it at opportune tunes." 


His IB-man staff Includes experts in 


zoning, land planning, environmental 
controls, water and sewage installations, 
architecture and marketing. 


"We frequently buy property for $6,000 


per acre and, after careful massaging, 
sell it for $15,000 per acre," he said.

Hike in minimum-wage rate 
inflationary, Chamber says 


Proposed legislation to Increase unem- 


ployment compensation, workmen's com- 
pensation and minimum-wage rales was 
labeled "exorbitant and inflationary" by 
the Illinois Chamber of Commerce. 


"Organized labor is attempting to 


force and bulldozo the increases through 
the Illinois General Assembly in the final 
days of the session," State Chamber 
Proa. Lester W. Brann Jr. warned in a 
letter to the statewide business organiza- 
tion's 19,000 members. 


"The proposed workmen's com- 


pensation rate increase totaling almost 
24 per cent, would follow on the heels of 
increases totaling 34 per cent in the post 
three years, without providing any of tho 
administrative changes needed to make 
the Illinois workmen's compensation pro- 
gram work more effectively," Brann 
said. 


"Unemployment compensation benefits 
would be hiked 12 per cent, adding to the 
31 per cent in Increases granted over the 
lost 2tt years. In addition, the legislation 
would eliminate tho present one-week 
waiting period now required before bene- 
fit payments begin. This would further 
increase costs and remove the most im- 
portant incentive to seek work. 


"Tho mlnimum-wago proposal would 


hike tho state minimum wage to the 
some level as tho federal rate. This 
would apply to all employers who arc too 
small to qualify for federal coverage. 
Tho present law was amended less than 
a year ago to provide sizable Increases 
annually through 1076." 


Brann called all three bills "in- 


flatlonary and threatening to an already 
shaky economy." 


S&Ls tell modest gains 
in savings deposits 
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A modest gain In savings deposits ot 


an estimated $350 million was experi- 
enced by the nation's savings and loan 
associations In May, the U.S. League of 
Savings Associations reported. 


In its monthly Trends Report, the 


league said that while May, 1974, trailed' 
the typical May gain by a substantial 
amount, the increase in savings deposits 
In May indicates so far the capacity of 
the business to cope with-the stresses 
caused by high market rates and dis> 
intermediation. The league bases its esti- 
mated savings gain on reports from 687 
associations holding 38,2 per cent of the 
total deposits of the business. 


The business during the past few 


months has not experienced the heavy 
run-off of savings, nor the massive dls- 
Intermediatton or hemorrhaging alluded 
to in several newspaper and magazine 
articles, the report said. "Indeed, May's 
gain of $350 million overset the $204 mil- 
lion loss of April by a small margin." 


THE TRENDS report said there was a 


wide variation in regional and individual 
experiences of associations. Savings 
flows were generally unfavorable on the 
East and West Coasts with the middle 
sections of the country having inflows 
which resulted in nationwide figures on 
the credit side of the ledger. 


"The best results at the teller window 


were attained by the medium size sav- 
ings associations in the smaller cities in 
the Midwest," the report said. Almost all 
of the growth at savings and loans oc- 
curred in the four-year high rate 7.5

market will remain tight in the sum- 
mer."

When Newhart began his career in the 


late 1950s, the style of comedy was 
changing. There was the so-called, old 
school or borscht belt style, and the. new 
school, or "sick" comics, like Lenny 
Bruce, Shelly Berman and Newhart. • 


"Most of the older guys used to do two 


or three shows in''a big nightclub," he 
said. "We did them in beer and wine 
joints, .like the Hungry I and Mr. Kelly's 
in Chicago. 


ANOTHER difference he said, -was 


their approach to clothes. 


"They wear a lot of rings and jewelry 


and try to look like they don't need to 
work. 


"For me, clothes aren't important. 


And if I opened at the 'Hungry I' with a 
lot of flashy rings and clothes; I would 
have turned people off." 


But perhaps the most striking differ- 


ence between the two schools was their 
humor. While the more established 
branch stayed with one-liners and slap- 
stick, the newcomers laughed at religion, 
politics, and middle-class life. 


"I guess we looked at life in a sick sort 


of way," Newhart said. "But it makes 
people laugh."

The road to sustained mental health 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


There were nine of us around the cir- 


cular table. Six women ... three men. 
We met in a room of a church In Elk 
Grove Village. There were a shy teenage 
girl; an attractive young brunette; two 
suburban housewives, both mothers of 
children of various ages; a trim blond 
working wife; two men perhaps in their 
forties; the group leader — a father, 
single and raising his children alone; and 
myself, whom they probably assumed to 
be a friend or relative of Ruth, the blond 
businesswoman. 


Ruth Is assistant area leader of Recov- 


ery, Inc.. an organization dedicated to 
preventing relapses in former mental 
patients and any enduring disorders in 
nervous patients. She did not introduce 
me and no one seemed to think that 
strange. 


PROMPTLY AT 8 o'clock, Stcvo, the 


group leader, turned on the tape record- 
er. In calm, deliberate tones, the late 
psychiatrist, Dr. Abraham Low, founder 
of Recovery Inc. In 1937, began to dis- 
cuss the subject for the evening, "Will 
vs. Fate." A few took random notes. 


"You ore not responsible for acts of 


fale." he assured. "You can attach no 
blame to yourself. Do we hold the light- 
ning responsible for striking the tree? 


"Neither are you to blame for your im- 


pulses, good or bad. You did not summon 
these impulses. But you can control 
them. Thoughts and Impulses arc subject 
to control; feelings and sensations are 
not. And the one factor which controls 
them is the Will. The Will lolls you if nn 
Impulse is undesirable, if it will be un- 
wise and harmful." 


HE ASSUMED his listeners that they 


were not responsible for being born with 
sensitive nervous systems. Trivial events 
of ordinary living — waiting in line at 
the grocery store, arriving late for nn 
appointment, falling to remember some- 
one's name — may, for them, become 
major stumbling blocks, producing such 
symptoms as palpitations, dizziness, 
tremors, panic. 


"Such people arc allergic to tense- 


ness," he asserted. 


Ruth later elaborated to me on the 


method of self-help after-care and train- 
Ing In self-leadership offered by the Re- 
covery method. 


"Recovery accepts, along with society, 


the laws that govern legal, moral, aes- 
thetic and ethical behavior. But the judg- 
ment of right and wrong in the trivial, 
ordinary frustrations and Irritations of 
everyday life Is referred to as 'temper.' 


"TEMPER MAY BE cither angry and 


aggressive or fearful and retreating. 


INTRODUCING 
Recovery 


THE ASSOCIATION 


OF NERVOUS 


AND FORMER MENTAL PATIENTS 


Fearful temper Is the judgment that the 
subject himself is wrong; angry temper 
Is the judgment that somebody else is 
wrong, 


"Wo learn that no one can judge who Is 


right and wrong In these trivialities. 
Temper (making such a judgment) pro- 
duces sustained tenseness; tenseness 
then produces sustained symptoms. To 
prevent sustained tenseness, we 'spot' 
our symptoms and control our temper re- 
action." 


"We know that we are not responsible 


for our feelings and sensations," she 
added. "But In Recovery, we loarn to 
change our reactions." 


FOLLOWING THE half-hour tape, we 


each Introduced oursclf by first name 
only, and proceeded to the next portion 
of the meeting in which volunteers, fol- 
lowing a four-step procedure, gave ex- 
amples of their temper-reaction to a re- 
cent irritation; described the symptoms 
and discomfort produced; told how they 
"spotted" their symptoms, recognized 
the "averagcness" of the situation, and 
subsequently resolved the event satisfac- 
torily; then pointed out the reaction and 
symptoms they would have experienced 
before Recovery training. 


Steve, the single father, began. 
"When I get home from work, I des- 


perately need a short period of relaxa- 
tion and quiet. Instead my 5-year-old son 
is brimming over with the excitement 


and problems of his day at kindergarten. 
This time he handed me a letter from 
school asking that a certain book be re- 
turned. 
, 


"AS HE SEARCHED the house for it, 


obviously knowing it wasn't there, I 
could feel anger and tension mounting. 
My temples pulsed, pressure was mount- 
Ing in my head, my stomach churned." 


Steve "spotted" .his symptoms, ac- 


k n o w l e d g e d to himself the "aver- 
ageness" of the situation — "What 
5-year-old doesn't misplace a book at 
some time?" — and controlled his tem- 
per-reaction, in this case, anger. His 
symptoms began to subside and he set 
about to correct the book situation. 


"Before Recovery training," he said, 


"I would have flown into a rage, shouted 
at the boy, made an angry telephone call 
to school and begun a long drinking 
bout." 


SYLVIA WAS NEXT to tell how she 


applied the Recovery technique to an ex- 
perience the previous week. 


"It happened last Sunday," ' -Md; 
"I was rushing around, gcltlng the 


children ready, rounding up the family, 
and off we hurried to Mass — late and 
breathless. We were seated together, and 
when we stood up for a portion of the 
service, I began getting this terrible 
thought that I would faint. My response 
was fear; my symptoms were dizziness, 
lighthcadodness, a tingling sensation. 


Suburban 


Living 


ESPECIALLY FOR THE FAMILY*^ 


"Then I told myself this was not an 


emergency. People have fainted in 
church before. There were many people 
around who could help me. If I could 
stick it out another five minutes, perhaps 
I could make it 10; if 10, perhaps the rest 
of the service." 


SYLVIA'S SYMPTOMS subsided, her 


fear gradually dissipated. She. and her 
family stayed for the entire service — 
and she did not faint. 
. "Before my Recovery. training," she 
said, "I would have disrupted the ser- • 
vice, gathered the family and fled in 
panic." 


Bernice volunteered to give her ex- 


ample. 


"My neighbor/s father was telling me 


all his symptoms and It occurred to me 
that Recovery could be of help to him, 
just as it is to me. I told him as much as 
I could without disclosing that I was a 
member. Later, I summoned up courage 
enough to give him some of my liter- 
ature, knowing it would be more helpful 
to him." 


But when Bernice took the brochures 


to him, his daughter asked acidly, "How 
come you know so much about this?" 
and gave her a "dirty look" as she re- 
treated. 


"Now the whole neighborhood will 


know," she thought in panic. 


IGNORING THE NEEDS of her chil- 


dren at the moment, she went straight 
to bed with a pounding headache, dizzi- 
ness, nausea. Suddenly she spotted her 
fear reaction and symptoms, controlled 
herself enough to get up for headache 
pills, then forcibly relaxed as she rested 
a half hour, reinforcing to herself the 
knowledge that there is no stigma at- 
tached to membership in Recovery, that 
she should feel no guilt in being a ner- 
vous person, and that seeking self-help 
after-care is a commendable thing to do. 


Bernice arose and -began to prepare 


dinner. 


"Before Recovery, I would have stayed 


in bed all day," she said. "I would have 
made my children sit quietly in one 
room, 'because Mama is sick again,' un- 
til my husband came home. I wouldn't 
even stir to get headache pills. 


"I have spent days on end in bed, con- 


vinced that I was suffering from com- 
plete exhaustion. Recovery has changed 
all that." 


AS EACH VOLUNTEER concluded his 


example, the other members dissected it 
step by step, giving praise, further sug- 
gestions, encouragement, all in special 
Recovery jargon. The words "sabotage," 
"authority," "spot," "endorse," "aver- 
age," 
"lowered feelings," 
"tempera- 


ment" and "temper" were liberally- 
sprinkled throughout the conversation. 


A brief period of questions and an- 


swers followed and a free will offering 
was taken. At this point, Ruth introduced 
me as a reporter. The gro\ip looked at 
me expectantly for a more detailed'ex- 
planation. 


"Well, right now I'm a nervous per- 


son," I confessed. 


They answered, almost in chorus, 


"That's average!" 


As they put their heads together by 


twos and threes for a short session of 
"mutual aid," I left quietly, thinking to 
myself, "What a nice group of wonderful 
people." 


Women and children iirst 


How new law aids crime victims

Dcnr Mrs. Martocclo: 


I was told that there's a law that helps 


a person financially who has lost a rela- 
tive In a holdup or some other crime. 
Would like to know more about It be- 
cause we lost a relative that way two 
yean ago.

Dear A. T.: 


Your Information Is correct but some- 


what sketchy. The new Crime Victims 
Compensation Act covers losses to de- 
pendents of a person who Is killed In a 
violent crime. It also provides for medi- 
cal expenses and loss of earnings or sup- 
port lo victims who arc Injured as a re- 
sult of a violent crime. 


• You must bo more, than a relative, 


however. You must be a dependent. 


• If you are a dependent and the 


crime took place before October 197:1, 
I'm afraid you would not be eligible be- 
cnu«o tho Act did not come Into effect 
until after that date. 


• The Act has many provisions In It. It 


also has some conditions and procedural 
problems that need untangling. But, on 
tho whole, It provides compensation from 
a minimum sum of $300 to $10,000 to a 
person who Is a dependent at the time of 
Iho crime of violence which brought 
about tho victim's death. 


• Tho victim of tho criminal violence 


is also entitled to receive compensation, 


but only if she or he did not provoke the 
attack. 


• Applicants can be reimbursed only 


for expenses which have not already 
been paid for by insurance or other com- 
pensation plans. 


• The Act Includes a "Good Samari- 


tan" clause for those who arc hurt (or 
killed, In which case It goes to the de- 
pendent) while helping a victim or aiding 
a police officer. This rewards a person 
who has only a moral and not a legal 
obligation to put himself In danger trying 
to assist someone In need. 


What must be remembered, however, 


Is that tho Act has several purposes oth- 
er than financial aid to victims. It was 
put Into effect because the proponents of 
the bill felt that a great deal Is done for 
a criminal but practically nothing Is done 
for the victim or for someone who must 
suffer as a consequence of the crime. 


Tho criminal is given shelter, food, 


clothing, education and an opportunity 
for rehabilitation that prepares him to 
take his or her place in society. Until this 
now Act came Into effect, tho victim got 
nothing but mental and physical abuse, 
nnd all too often suffered a great loss of 
lime and money when he had to appear 
In court to testify. Sometimes this burden 
alone discourages the victim from filing 
a complaint. Ho or she feels it's not 
worth all tho time, effort and trouble to 
help prosecute tho criminal. 


To correct this situation, the Act In- 


cludes a condition that tho applicants 


must testify In court and, in general, 
help police efforts If they wish to recov- 
er. 


This will give you a general idea of the 


Crime Victims Compensation Act but not 
a complete one. If you believe you have 
a claim, It would be wise to consult a 
lawyer for advice. 


The Act makes a commendable effort 


at covering a number of situations. It 
also sets forth situations that it docs not 
cover. For instance, a woman who is 
raped and conceives a child as a result 
could not ask for child support payments 
for the benefit of that child. 


There are many problems that must be 


worked out and possibly there will be 
some amendments. In the meantime, a 


number of cases have been filed. A man 
who was robbed and shot while walking 
home from a friend's house, a janitor 
killed while investigating a disturbance 
in his building, and a man cut while re- 
sisting a robbery attempt are some coses 
filed in the Court of Claims which han- 
dles the investigations and holds the 
hearings.

Who started Recovery, 


whom does it serve? 


Recovery, Inc. is a non-profit, 


non-sectarian organization founded 
in Chicago in 1937 by Dr. Abraham 
A. Low at the Psychiatric Institute 
of the University of Illinois Medical 
School. • 


In 1952, Recovery became a self- 


help organization operated entirely 
by lay people, guided by Dr. Low's 
teachings as set down in his book, 
"Mental Health through Will Train- 
ing." That same year, the "Four 
Step Example" technique was es- 
tablished. 


When Dr. Low died in 1954, there 


were about 100 Recovery groups in 
the United States and Canada. 
Most recent figures show there are 
today 1,045 Recovery groups in the 
U.S., Canada and Puerto Rico. 


THERE ARE approximately 43 


Recovery groups in the Greater 
C h i c a g o area, including those 
meeting in Des Plalnes, Glenview, 
Palatine, Skokie, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Elgin. Each group meets 
once a week; the number attending 
varies from perhaps five to a pos- 
sible, but not usual, 30. 


The purpose of Recovery is to 


prevent relapses in former mental 
patients and chronlcity in nervous 
patients. It does not supplant the 
.physician. It offers no diagnosis, 
treatment, advice or counselling. It 
does not deal with problems of reli- 
gion. 


But it does offer self-help after- 


care and training in self-leadership 
to persons over 18 who want to 
help themselves. 


Members are men and women 


whose physicians have determined 
that the symptoms they suffer are 
nervous, rather than physical In 
origin. Some have been hospital- 
ized for mental illness; some have 
not. Some are under the treatment 


of a professional; some are not 


IN NERVOUS PERSONS, the or- 


dinary irritations of everyday life 
may produce such symptoms as 
depression, tremors, loss of appe- 
tite, palpitations, extreme self-con- 
sciousness, dizziness, difficulty in 
making decisions, 
panic, chest 


pressure and fear of heart disease, 
strong feelings of inadequacy or 
feelings of unreality. 


Some members suffer such fears 


as the fear of being alone, of jour- 
neys, of open spaces, crowds, 
heights, closed spaces, of eating or 
choking, and especially the fear of 
making a mistake in the trivial 
events of everyday life. 


Three basic fears underlie all 


these fears and symptoms: the 
fear of physical collapse, the fear 
of mental collapse, or the fear of a 
permanent handicap. 


BY READING Dr. Low's book, 


listening to his tapes and com- 
paring experiences at Recovery 
meetings, members learn to recog- 
nize trivialities as trivialities and 
not dire emergencies. They learn 
that their experience is not unique, 
but happens to most people. They 
learn to command their muscles to 
face the situations they fear. And 
they learn to drop any stigma at- 
tached to nervous illness. 


Members who volunteer to be 


g r o u p leaders are thoroughly 
trained in the Recovery method 
and authorized annually to conduct 
.the meetings. Professionals, rela- 
tives and friends are also per- 
mitted to attend.

Twenty questions 
on your vacation

Ready, set, go! And don't you wish It 


were that easy? 


Unfortunately, taking a family on va- 


cation requires about as much planning 
and logistics as moving a small army. In 
all the rush and tension of getting ready 
to get away, we sometimes forget impor- 
tant details.. That's why experienced 
travelers recommend making checklists 
of tilings to do and things to take. This 
list, though far from complete or all-in- 
clusive, may remind you of a few items 
you really should remember. 


1. Is the car in shape and checked for 


safety? 


2. Have I stopped milk and other deliv- 


eries? Have I asked the carrier to save 
my papers or to stop delivery until we 
return? Have I made arrangements for 
our mail? 


3. Have I contracted for grass cutting, 


watering or other necessary lawn csfre? 


4. Have I double-checked all windows 


and locked all doors? Have I put away 
ladders, bicycles and easily portable 
lawn furniture that might make robbery 
extra easy? 


5. DO I WANT to set a timer to turn a 


light on each evening so the house won't 
look so deserted? 


6. Have I told the local police when 


we'll be away and asked them to check 
more often as they patrol? 


7. Have I given a trusted neighbor our 


address and itinerary and left a key in 
case of emergency? 


8. Will my plants survive for the time 


we'll be away, or do I need to make oth- 
er arrangements for them? 


9. Have I made provisions for family 


pets? 


Now, quilting by ultrasonics 


No machine can replace the old-fash- 


ioned quilting bee. However, textile engi- 
neers have developed a threadless "sew- 
ing'.' machine that produces quilted fab- 
ric resembling the hand-stitched item. 


Marjorie Mead, University of Illinois 


Extension textiles specialist, explains 
that textile engineers weld pieces of cloth 
together by using ultrasonic 
energy. 


Such sound waves vibrate at a frequency 
that cannot be heard. 


The process of thermal fusing by ultra- 


sonic energy requires the use of fibers 


that melt in heat. Polyester, nylon and 
acrylic are examples of thermoplastic fi- 
bers. When heated, they became soft and 
pliable, although their inherent qualities 
do not change. 


Because acetate melts at too low a 


temperature, it cannot be used. Miss 
Mead points out that although cotton and 
rayon do not melt when heated, they can 
be used in blends with thermoplastic fi- 
bers. 


IN THERMAL quilting, thermoplastic 


fabrics are fed between the sonic tool-In 


the head of the sonic "sewing machine" 
and a wheel or disk having an edge 
molded into the bond pattern. When air 
pressure is applied, the sonic tool vi- 
brates at high frequency and creates 
heat by friction. The heat created melts 
the fabric as it is pressed against the 
wheel with the chosen pattern. 


Weld spots are formed which per- 


manently bond together the face fabric, 
filling and backing fabric. The bond at 
the weld points will outlast the fabric. 
There Is no thread to snag or break as 
might be found in conventional quilting.

Do I want to con- 
sider taking along an old or extra copy .of 
the phone directory if we're going to be 
away for some time? 


H. DO I HAVE an up-to-date list of all 


our credit cards, plus the names, num- 
bers and addresses to notify in case 
they're lost or stolen? 


12. Do I have a record of travelers 


checks that I keep separately from the 
checks themselves? 


13. Have I returned all books, records 


and other materials to the library? Do I 
want to check out a few books to read on 
vacation? 


14. Have I used up all the perishables 


in the refrigerator? 


15. Have I packed everything neces? 


sary in the medical line? Medicines? 
Prescriptions? Eyeglass prescriptions or 
an extra pair? 


16. Have I packed sweaters, wind- 


breakers, rain gear or other items we 
might need for bad weather? What about 
swlmsults? Life jackets? Sports equip- 
ment? 


17. Have I packed everything we really 


need to wear? And, now that it's packed, 
do we really need it all? 


18. Have I packed maps, travel guides, 


motel directories or other helpful refer- 
ence material? Have I made provisions 
for travel boredom? Do I have a game or 
so in mind to suggest when the children 
get restless? Is there a frisbee or ball in 
the car to promote active recreation at 
rest stops? Am I taking along snack 
items to cure an acute case of the him- 
gories? 


19. CAN I SAVE us time and money by 


tucking in a picnic lunch for that first 
day? Will some breakfast items get us on 
the road sooner the next day? 


20. What else have I forgotten? 


Of course, you can't remember every- 


thing. But the more planning and check- 
ing you do, the more successful your 
family vacation will be.

Staged here for the first time at Butler 


National Golf Club, this year's tourna- 
ment will unofficially get underway this 
morning with tlio Pro-Am. Fifty of the 
lop professionals will play for $5,000 In 
prize money as zoo amateurs (at $300 
a head) enjoy the stars' company. 


If you're coming out to sec Arnold Pla- 


mcr, Leo Trcvlno, Tom Wclskopf, Billy 
Casper and tho rest (they're tccoff times 
appear farther down In the story), 
watching your favorites will be as cosy 
as 1-2-3, according to Errlo Ball, Butler's 
head pro. If you follow Ball's sugges- 
tions, you'll ccc the most action in a min- 
imum of walking. 


"The No. 1 ipot li No. 5." inys Ball, 


referring to a position near tlte par 3, 
220-yard fifth. "You can see the ap- 
proach to No. 4. watch them hit to the 
»ery difficult 
fifth (otcr testy Teal 


Lake), watch them hit to No. 13 (another 
par 3 that brings Teal Into play) and 
walk a few paces and watch them drive 
on No. II (also having Teal all on theJeft 
side of a doglrg left fairway). 


"I would say tho No. 2 spot is back of 


No. 10 green — a wonderful spot to 
watch approaches to No. 10. It's a very 
severe second shot with 60 or 70 feet of 
water to carry to a small green. 


"The llth is a demanding Iron shot 


(par 3. 100). Then you can walk a few 
yards (after watching tccoffs on No. 11) 
and watch approaches to No. 17. And 
you can also watch drives down the 18th 
(a killer of a finishing hold)." 


Ball's third choice Is near the eighth 


and ninth holes, featuring the tight, wet 
but beautiful par 3, eighth and the nar- 
row driving ninth. 


"The No. X green li a difficult spot to 


vr from (because of the lack of gallery 
space)." »a>< Ball. Resembling the clas- 
sic Kith at the Master* Tournament, the 
area around the eighth green will be oc- 
cupied by a chosen ,'ow. Ball suggests 
Maying near the eighth tee from where 
jou can watch the challenging long Iron 
play and also the difficult tec shot at- 
Irmpls on nine. 


Billy Casper, defending champion of 


this second oldest tour event, was giving 
everybody who would listen a warning 
concerning Butler: "Make lure you get 
enough golf balls!" 


In his practice round yesterday, this 


four-time Western winner lost five on the 
front nine.

In the midst of the pampered super- 


star, selfish holdout and overpaid prlma 
donna in professional sports, Chicago 
Black Hawks star Stan Mikita has reason 
to be different. 


So too do other past and present Hawk 


.stars like Gene Ubriaco, Moose Vasko, 
Keith Magnuson, Tony Esposito, Lou An- 
gotti and Pat Stapleton. 


In all, a dozen professionals, headed up 


by Mikita, president of the American 
Hearing Impaired Hockey Association, 
spent last Monday through Saturday self- 
lessly conducting a clinic at the Rand- 
hurst Twin Ice Arena for 30 deaf or par- 
tially deaf youngsters who ventured to 
Mount Prospect from as far auay as 
Boston and New York. 


But a mini course In hockey wasn't the 


pros' primary purpose. Mikita's <mn mo- 
tivation for initiating the seminar was 
simple. 


"I saw what hockey did for Irv's son 


Lex," related the Czochoslovakian-born 
Mikita, referring to Association Vice 
President Irv Tiahnyblk's own afflicted 
youngster, a goalie for Horsey High 
School's hockey team. 


"It builds confidence," he continued 


"These kids aren't as outgoing and plaj- 
ing gives them confidence in themselves, 
as people " 


The senior Tialinybik echoed similar 


sentiments. "Hockey helps develop a bet- 
ter outlook on life. The kids then can feel 
accepted In a group with other youiig- 
stcrs." 


Tlahnybik originally approached Mi- 


kita with the idea of a clinic and Mikita 
and company were eager to answer the 
call.

Lake Michigan, Chain fishing keeps anglers active 
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If It's the really big ones you want, 


then Lake Michigan is tho place to go 
fishing. All along the shorelines, both 
sides of the lake and around the southern 
tip, coho and chlnook salmon are keeping 
boat fishermen busier than they've been 
In yean. 


As the weather permits, fishermen 


troll the 50-to-OO foot waters, trailing 
lures at B-to-24 feet below the surface. 
Although the air temperatures vary 
drastically, the surface water remains at 
a fairly constant 88 degrees. This Is a 
little warmer than the coho or chlnook 
like It, so tho lures must be run a little 
deeper to reach the prime 62-tc-ss degree 
waters. 


For pan fishermen,-the action Is tho 


best It has been In years. It seems every 
lake within reporting distance of this 
area is thick with big bluegllls. For tho 
most port, the bluegllls ore through 
spawning and are hungrily hitting any 
kind of bait offered. 


Certainly among the better spots Is the 


Chain of Lakes, where regular reports of 
"waihtob" ilied catches originate. Pet* 
lie Lake, Lake Marie and Fez Lake are 
allredhotforpanflsh. 


According to most resorts In the area, 


all It takes Is a small hook, B redworm to 
bait It, a bobber and you're In the pan- 
fish business. The bluegllls are reliably 
reported to bo running two or three to a 
pound, which when scaled and cleaned 
means you need only a couple of dozen 
for a family meal. 


A few stripers and some crapples are 


also being taken by ponfishermen, but 
the bluegllls are tho most consistent. 
Night fishermen can also catch bullheads 
and catfish, as well as a good case of 
mosquito bite. 


Tho Chain waters ore still very high 


and murky, which is why the live bait 
.fishermen are doing for better than the 
lure fishermen.

A recent survey made by Kamp- 


grounds of America (KOA) Indicates 
that campers generally believe the gaso- 
line crisis has passed but plan to drive 
slower this summer to cut down on the 
use of fuel. 


KOA, tho nation's largest chain of fam- 


ily campgrounds, sent questionnaires to 
1,500 owners of recreational vehicles at 
tho end of April and received 440 respon- 
ses. 


Tho replies showed that almost half of 


tho responding RV owners believe the 
energy crisis Is over. Eighty-seven per 
cent said they would drive slower. 


Among those replying, 15 per cent laid 


they Intended to buy a new recreational 
vehicle this year, Indicating they did not 
believe there will be another shortage of 
gasoline In the Immediate future. 


However, tho Federal Energy Adminis- 


tration cautions that "spot gasoline 
shortages" can be' expected around the 
nation this summer. But the FEA noted 
that motorists should not find .serious 
problems in buying enough gas to meet 
their summertime needs. 


The survey also showed that 63 per 


cent of tho participants will probably use 
their campers nearly as much as they 
did last yoar with 60 per cent reporting 
they plan to travel 2,000 mllm or more 
with their RV's. 


An earlier KOA survey, taken In 


January, showed only 43 per cent had 
planned traveling more than 2,000 miles 
this summer. 


Of those responding to the April sur- 


vey, 
IG per cent said they planned to 


camp 22 days or more this summer. In 
this group 39 per cent said they hoped to 
spend more than 45 days camping. 


"This IB a significant increase over the 


January survey which indicated that 19 
per cent planned to camp between 22 anJ 
45 days and 11 per cent would spend -45 
days or more on camping trips," KOA 
said. 


"The study showed that retired camp- 


ers will drive fewer miles in 1974, but 
weekenders nad vacationers will prob- 
ably travel as much as they did last 
year.'

A Buffalo Grove town center, featuring 


shopping facilities, offices, recreation 
areas, a community center, public build- 
Ings and multi-family housing, will be 
planned by a team of consultants. 


Tho firms to be hired are Economics 


Research Associates of Oak Brook and 


two of Its affiliate companies. The village 
will pay $24,500 for the study. 


The town center, which would be the 


focal point of the community, has .been 
proposed for an BO-ncre site north of 
Lake-Cook Road, between Buffalo Grove 
Rood and HI. Rtc. 83.

Rejection of surveillance 
system may bring lawsuit 


The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst, 21 


Board of Education may be facing a 
complicated lawsuit after canceling an 
$85,000 contract with the firm hired to In- 
stall an electronic surveillance system. 


The decision to cancel the contract 


with Temptron, Inc. came last week af- 
ter months of trying to get out the bugs 
In the system that was supposed to be 
completed last fall. 


The custom-designed system that'llnks 


heat and motion sensors in the 17 schools 
to a computer In the Dlst. 21 admlnb- 
tration building has broken down repeJP 
tcdly over the past several months. 


ACCORDING TO school officials, al- 


though all components of the system ar 
In place and are capable of functioning 
separately, the unit falls often when it 
works as a whole.

Stavros begins 
serving time 


James Stavros began his four-year fed- 


eral prison sentence Tuesday at Sand- 
stone, Minn. 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 


Democratic commlltecman who pleaded 
guilty April 30 to extorting $02,000 from 
three Wheeling developers and filing • a 
false Income tax return, surrendered 
about 0 a.m. at the U.S. Marshal's office 
in Minneapolis. 


"Ho was very congenial. Wo had no 


'problems," a federal 
official said. 


Stavros was accompanied by his brother, 
Tod. and his wife. Ho was transported to 
the Federal Correctional Institution in 
Sandstone, a minimum security prison 
about 05 miles from Minneapolis. 


U.S. District Court Judge Hubert Will 


sentenced Stavros to the four-year prison 
term June 4 after Stavros pleaded guilty 
to the extortion and tax charges. The 
U.S. Attorney's office dropped eight addi- 
tional charges against Stavros, Including 
alleged extortions totaling $121,250. 


The inside story 
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Temptron, however, maintains that the 


system Is working satisfactorily. 


"The system has been installed and we 


feel it Is operational," said Mike Shields, 
Temptron project engineer. "We have 
gotten Into discussions on the specifica- 
tions of the contract, but we feel the sys- 
tem is operating." 


The question of just how efficient the 


sophisticated system should be may have 
to be decided in court. 


A BONDING company, Insurance Co. 


of North America, has been requested by 
the school board to come In and com- 
plete the contract. If the bonding com- 
pany stands by Temptron, the only re- 
course is for the Dlst. 21 school board to 
file suit against the bonding company. 


"The problem Is that the system is in- 


consistent in performance," said John 
Bargcr, Dlst, 21 associate superintend- 
ent. 


Tho district is still holding the remain- 


ing $10,000 of the cost of the system be- 
cause according to the contract, the last 
10 per cent of the price is to be paid 
wfien the system Is accepted by the 
school board. 


According to Bargcr, there were some 


questions as to whether Temptron would 
be capable of installing the system at the 
time the contract was awarded. The firm 
submitted a bid substantially lower than 
the other companies competing for the 
Job. 


The associate superintendent said be- 


cause Temptron posted a performance 
bond and financial statements on the 
firm and its backer, the board decided to 
give the firm the contract. By law, a 
school board must accept the lowest bid- 
der unless the company has been proven 
unresponsiblc. 


"THE BOARD really didn't have much 


choice other than to reject all bids," Bar- 
gcr commented. "In the past, we've had 
some contractors threaten to sue and it's 
pretty hard to prove someone Is not a 
responsible bidder. I think the law Is 
probably fair, but you have to have a 
balance between fairness to the school 
board and the contractors being dis-

flee told the board Monday night his firm 
will talk to property owners and devel- 
opers to determine if the location is prac- 
tical for the town center. 


"The first thing we will do Is deter- 


mine if it is a feasible project," Haralson 
said. "We won't just present an elabo- 
rate scheme or plan without'first deter- 
mining whether It Is practical." 


IF THE PROJECT is feasible, he said, 


his firm will recommend a development 
plan to the village. Throughout the study, 
Haralson said his firm will keep in touch 
with the village in order to get its input 
on the project. 


The town center concept, according to 


Haralson, would be to the economic ad- 
vantage of the property owners in the 
area. Property values will increase, he 
said, if the area is planned rather than 
allowed to develop piecemeal over a long 
period of,time. 


Hnralson suggested the village encour- 


age residents to become involved in plan- 
ning the town center. He said this will 
build enthusiasm and gain support for 
the idea. 


TRUSTEE RANDALL RATHJEN, the 


only one to vote against hiring the con- 
sultant, said he feels the area will devel- 
op without the help of a study. He said 
he has been told by several property 
owners that the village has been dis- 
couraging development of the area. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said he 


has asked a number of developers who 
have shown interest in developing their 
land to wait until the study is completed. 
"Those that I've talked to recently I've 
discouraged from developing. I doubt 
that letting it develop on an Individual 
basis would turn up the type of town cen- 
ter we'd like to see," he said. 


Rathjen, however, said.he thinks the 


property owners should be able to build 
on their land when they wish and not be 
forced to wait. If the village were to al- 
low the commercial development now, he 
said, its tax base would be improved. 


Village officials plan to meet with the 


property owners next month to get their 
feedback on the concept of a town cen- 
ter. Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said he 
has talked with most of the owners, but 
has gotten little Indication on what they 
think of the idea. 


BEFORE THE CONSULTANT is hired, 


officials wont to make sure the 25 prop- 
erty owners in the proposed town center 
area will cooperate with the village. 


"At this point it (Town center) is not a 


sure thing. If six property owners stand 
up and say hell no, we probably would 
not want to ewer into a contract with the 
consultants," Armstrong said. 


Before Economic Research Associates 


was .recommended to the board by a spe- 
cial committee, several other consulting 
firms were considered. The amount 
asked by the various firms to conduct 
the study ranged from $13,000 to $55,000. . 


If the village signs a contract with the 


firm, it would be able to terminate it at 
any time and only have to pay for the 
services rendered as of that date.

can't read?' Now it's... 
He doesn't 
want to read

By the year 2000, BO per cent of the people In the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanski, Conant High 


School teacher thought when'he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on Individualized instruction last year. 


But what was even more incredible to Szymanski is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think the 
plunge In the reading level would be harmful. 


You see, by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert. The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference. 


Szymanski heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already Is present 
In the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already are carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS are the place where life moves at a rapid, 


efficient pace. Father grabs a newspaper on his way to the 


Test scores 
show students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation' 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary and reading comprehension. 


Here is an Indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders are used here as 
an example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centlles, which give a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentile means 25 per 
cent of the students tested received high- 
er scores.

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5 from suburbs killed 
in accident in Canada 


Five persons, Including three members 


of a Mount Prospect family, were killed 
. Monday when their van burst into flames 
after ramming a gasoline tanker near 
Upsala, Ont., Canada. 


According to Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police, killed were Charles F. Kroli- 
kowskl, 48, of 1808 Willow Ln., Mount 
Prospect; his sons, Charles J., 15, and 
Allen J., 10, also of Mount Prospect; and 
a brother, Felix Krolikowskl, SO, and his 
son, James 10, both of Melrose Park. 


Police said the Krollkowskls were trav- 


eling behind a gasoline tanker on a local 
highway when the tanker suddenly 
stopped and the Krolikowski vehicle 
rammed it from the rear. Police believe 
that either the tanker split or a valve 


broke and the spilling gasoline ignited. 
The preliminary indication is that all five 
Krolikowskis burned to death, police 
said.

Kaufman and Broad Inc. could face a 


"barrage of legal attacks" from Hoff- 
man Estates under authority granted by 
officials Monday for civil suits against 
the firm that bribed six 1968 village offi- 
cials. 


The village goal Is twofold, officials 


said. It hopes to set legal precedents 
which would make bribery a risky In- 
vestment for developers seeking zoning 
or other favors from municipalities. 
Hoffman Estates also hopes to win a fi- 
nancial judgment from Kaufman and 
Broad equaling "unfair profits" the firm 
derived as a result of the bribery scheme 
to which it pleaded no contest last win- 
ter. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert has esti- 


mated the "unfair profits" at $5 million 
or $10 million, although the village will 
not be able to assess that figure until it 
reviews company financial records under 
discovery motions planned as part of the 
suit action. 


Suits by the village were authorized 


Monday, when the village board directed 
Village Pres. Virginia Hayter to sign 
agreements this morning with two law 
firms. Cost of the suits now is limited to 
$15,000 although the agreements permit 
the village to Increase that amount or 
withdraw its financial support if the suits 
still are pending and the appropriation is 
exhausted. 


UNLESS K&B indicates willingness to 


negotiate out-of-court settlements wtih 
the village by 9 a.m. today, Mayor Hay- 
ter will retain Hofert and Samelson, the 
Des Plaines law firm that handles most 
village legal work, and Hackbert, Rooks, 
Pitts, Fullagar and Poust of Chicago. 
John V. Ryan and Alan S. Ganz, who first 
proposed the village file suit, will be the 
attorneys from the Chicago firm as- 
signed to the case. 


The retainer agreements require the 


attorneys Involved to submit detailed 
vouchers of expenses and hourly rates 
for their time to be paid from the $15,000. 
If the village wins its case, one-third of 
any judgment will be paid to the law- 
yers, with 22 per cent allocated to the 
Chicago firm and 11 per cent apportioned 
to Hofert and Samelson.

Study shows dropout rate 'stable'

The dropout rate In Maine Township 


High School Dlst. 207 schools remained 
stable during the 1072-73 school year, ac- 
cording to a recent study compiled by 
the district. 


During the 1972-73 school year, 360 of 


the 11,718 students enrolled were classi- 
fied as drooouts — a total of about 3.1 
per cent of the total school population. 
School officials estimate the dropout rate 
will remain the same for the 1973-74 
school year. 


Merlin Schultz, coordinator of pupil 


personnel services, said the percentage 
of dropouts has remained about the same 
the past few years. 


"The rate of 3.1 per cent Is a low fig- 


ure. It's something to be pleased with," 
ho said. 


WHILE SCHULTZ said there was no 


"pre-medltated, organized" plan to cut 
down on the number of dropouts during 
the past year, he said the expansion of 
the vocational education programs has 
affected the number of students leaving 
school. 


"The past three years we've had a 


push in career education," he said. "The 
effect on the students Is to make school 
more meaningful — anything that does 
that cuts down on the dropout rate." 


Schultz also credited an alternative 


school started In January by the district

students in school until graduation." The 
program offers night classes for high 
school credits to students "who can't live 
in the high school type environment and 
can't think of anything better than to 
quit." 


IN HIS REPORT on dropouts, Schultz 


noted that most students decide to leave 
school "long before the final act occurs.". 


"Dropping out is only a visible symp- 


tom that something has gone wrong 
along the way," the report stated. "Po- 
tential dropouts can be spotted in ele- 
mentary school and the signs become 
clearer as time goes by." 


Symptoms of a potential dropout in- 


clude inability to read at grade level, 
frequent absenteeism, lack of participa- 
tion in extracurricular activities, a re- 
bellious attitude towards teachers, dis- 
r u p t i v e behavior; emotional dis- 
turbances at home and a pattern of fail- 
ure In school work, according to the re- 
port. 


The study Indicates the greatest per- 


centage of dropouts in 1972-73 occured in 
the 10th, llth and 12th grades. Reasons 
given for withdrawing from school in- 
cluded lack of Interest, work, marriage, 
truancy, illness or injury, entering the 
military and failure to graduate. 


IN ins REPORT, Schultz notes that 


national and local research studies show 
that the factors that lead to dropping out 
of school — economic necessity, lack of 
interest and poor marks — exert just as 
strong an influence against returning to 
school. 


A study by the University of Michigan 


Institute for Social Research also in- 
dicates that dropouts do not appear to 
suffer financially or emotionally by quit- 
ting school before graduation. Schultz 
cited study which shows that there has 
been no detectable change in the national 
dropout rate since 1962 in spite of nation- 
al, state and local efforts. 


Schultz said intelligence Is "definitely 


not" a factor in why students drop out of 
school. 


"Intelligence in Itself is not a correlat- 


ing factor with dropouts — they come 
from all ranges of ability, not just the 
dumb ones," he said.

By the year 2000,80 per cent of the people in the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanskl, Conant High 


School teacher thought when he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on individualized instruction last year. 


But what was even more incredible to Szymanski is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think the 
plunge in the reading level would be harmful. 


You see, by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference. 


Szymanski heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already is present 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already are carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS are the place where life moves at a rapid, 


efficient pace. Father grabs a newspaper on his way to the 


Test scores 
show students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary and reading comprehension. 


Here is an indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders are used here as 
an example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centiles, which give a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentile means 25 per 
cent of the students tested received high- 
er scores. 


• Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21: 


Last year seventh graders ranked in the 
57th percentile across the nation in lan- 
guage skills on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 


• Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54: Stu- 


dents rank in the 60th percentile of the 
nation on the Bond Standardized 
Achievement Test. 


• Arlington Heights Dist. 25: James 


Montgomery, director of instruction, said 
seventh graders scored roughly one-half 
year above their grade level on the Com- 
prehensive Test of Basic Skills, com- 
monly called tiie California Test. The dis- 
trict has a policy against releasing spe- 
cific test scores, Montgomery said.

train or he listens to the news on the car radio if he drives 
downtown. There's a television in several rooms of the family 
home, most of the kids have radios or tape recorders, and 
Mom can hop into one of the family cars and arrive at 'a 
shopping center in minutes where she can buy just about 
everything she wants for her family. 


Today's school-age generation has been brought up on af- 


fluence, gadgets and the fast pace of urban life. They don't 
want to read anymore. Reading to them seems slow and 
tedious. They want learning to be quick, easy and entertain- 
ing. 


At least that's how some teachers in local schools see it. 
"It's not that they can't read. They don't want to take the 


time," says Carl Flaks, chairman of the social sciences de- 
partment at Schaumburg High School. "The amount of time 
spent seems to be more important to the student than the 
content, there's a hesitancy on their part if they can learn 
another way, if they can just watch and listen. They want the 
short cut to learning." 


IRONICALLY, the suburbs have some of the best schools in 


the country. In fact, many families move here for that rea- 
son. And it's true that students read well above the national 
average, but at the same time these students seem to be

207 ivrapup 
Maine N. addition 
delayed by strike 


Completion of the Maine North High School addition may be 


delayed up to seven months because of the six-week-old strike 
by cement truck drivers. 


A representative of Construction Management Co. told 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 Board of Education 
members Monday night that the cement strike has set back 
construction by several weeks. Ho added that if the strike is 
settled soon and good weather holds the addition could still be 
under roof by December. 


If the roof is not put up by December, however, the repre- 


sentative said construction could be set back "six or seven 
months." 


The $8.5 million addition, approved by voters in a Decem- 


ber referendum, was originally scheduled to be completed in 
August, 1075. The addition will include rooms for music, art, 
speech, drama and printing. 


An auditorium, swimming pool, wood shop, photo lab and

Tmvnship pupils score high 


Maine Township high schools scored above average in col- 


lege entrance exams, according to Merlin W. Schultz, coor- 
dinator of Pupil Personnel Services. 


Schultz reported on Dist. 207 students' results In the Scho- 


lastic Aptitude Test of the College Entrance Examinations at 
Monday night's meeting of the board. 


According to the report, Dist. 207 students scored in the 


75th pcrccntile for verbal ability and 86th pcrccntile for math- 
cmatlc ability as compared to the national norm of scoring In 
the 50th pcrccntile.

Country club fence project delayed 


Mount Prospect Park District commis- 


sioners have agreed to reconsider their 
controversial decision to Install a chain- 
link fence along the east side of the 
Mount Prospect Country' Club- after re- 
ceiving petitions signed by 700 residents 
opposing the fence. 


The commissioners, sitting as the park 


board's building and grounds committee, 
Monday night decided to review the deci- 
sion following a somewhat conciliatory, 
somewhat stormy meeting with 16 resi- 
dents of the neighborhood. 


The residents came equipped with a 


watercolor painting of the golf course as 
it currently is, and how it would look 
with a redwood fence, which they favor 
over the park board's proposed chain- 


link fence. They also showed eight photo- 
graphs of another side of the golf course 
that has chain-link fences as evidence of 
"unslghtllness." 


PARK BOARD PRES. Robert T. Jack- 


son indicated the park district's $3,260 
contract with Midwest Fence Corp., Chi- 
cago, to put in a fence along We-Go Trail 
from Lincoln Street to Shabonee Trail 
has been put in abeyance pending resolu- 
tion of the dispute. He said he expected a 
decision will be made at the park board's 
July 8 meeting. 


The residents agreed wtlh the park 


board's intent to install a fence, in order 
to keep out vandals, some of whom drive 
cars onto the golf course, leaving behind 
tire tracks and other damage. 


However, they listed several reasons

for opposing the four-foot green vinyl 
fence proposed by the park district. 
Prime among the reasons are blocking 
the unobstructed view of the course, fear 
that the fence would not be properly 
maintained and a drop In property val- 
ues would result.

'Fire!', an ABC documentary, Is questioned by Underwriters Laboratories. 


Rebuttal 


Underwriters Laboratories charges ABC unfair 


in fall documentary on polyurethane plastics

The recent rcbroadcast of the ABC documentary "Fire!" 


dredged up a controversy that has smoldered without resolu- 
tion since the original airing of the program last Nov. 26. 


In the documentary, ABC Science Editor Jules Bergman 


pointed an accusing finger at Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL), charging that UL had foiled to warn the public of the 
fire hazard of polyurethane plastics and thus shared a large 
part of the blame for a number of serious fires involving such 
materials. 


In the first interview UL has granted on the subject since 


then, Jack A. Bono, chief engineer of fire protection at UL, 
discussed with The Herald the ABC documentary and UL's 
work and findings since last November. 


Although UL has chosen not to issue a public rebuttal to the 


documentary (because of the complexity of the subject and 
because "we probably wouldn't have the lost word, any- 
way"), the feeling at UL is one of betrayal through out-of- 
context quoting, misrepresentation and plain error. 


BONO POINTED out first that the I960 report to the 


Society of the Plastics Industry, which ABC described as the 
"discovery" of the flammability of polyurethane plastics, con- 
tained "no deep dork secrets." In fact, it was a summary of 
Information obtained from government and industry sources 
and from journals and newspapers. 


"UL sent questionnaires to governmental agencies, fire 


marshals, and code people asking about fires involving cellu- 
lar plastics," Bono said. "It wasn't anything that people in 
the field didn't already know — it came from them." 


In the documentary, Bergman asked UL Pres. Baron 


Whltaker, "How could UL not act and warn people?" after it 
"discovered the high flommability of urethanes." 


Bono also expressed concern over Bergman's use of the 


broad generic term "polyurcthano plastics" in the docu- 
mentary. 


"THE IMPRESSION given by ABC is that plastics tend to 


be the same. The fact is, they vary quite widely In character- 
istics, including flammabillty." One manufacturer alone has 
produced some 000 different formulations of polyurethanes. 


"The impression left was that the tunnel test results in low- 


flame ratings for plastics. This is not true, and wo had delib- 
erately pointed out that the test has resulted in a wide- 
flammability range on plastics — 25 to 200." The tunnel test 
measures speed and distance of flame spread. 


Bono added that "anything with a flame spread rating of 


200 or more UL will not classify." 


The documentary spoke of the "UL seal of approval" and 


"UL label" which it said "mean safety (to) untold millions," 
but non-consumer products like polyurothanes and other 
building materials are not tested for or given UL's seal. 


These materials are tested for a specific characteristic, 


such'as flammabillty, and given a classification or rating 
which defines that characteristic. Classification does not im- 
ply that UL approves the material as "safe." 


"SAFETY IS not an absolute," Bono said. "It's a matter of 


what degree of risk you are willing to take. For example, if

"We finally found out it was a polyurethane obtained on the 


West Coast. It was represented as a material tested by UL 
and given a low rating." 


BUT IN fact, Bono said, what the manufacturer had sub- 


mitted to UL and received a low-flammability rating on was 
a spray foam. "The material used in the test on ABC was this 
material formed into board stock," Bono said, a use for 
which it was not intended and not classified by UL. 


"The problem is that the outside of this bun is exposed to 


the air and cures rapidly (meaning the chemicals react to 
form an air-filled bubble), but inside it may not be cured at

"But you would be concerned about having any wood in a 


theater exit hall where you would be moving a large number 
of people. Most codes would call for a 25 or less rating, like 
gypsum wall board or plaster." 


But UL's greatest concern now is unraveling the mystery of 


the polyurethanes that burned, on the documentary — particu- 
larly the material burned In the "corner test." 


Before ABC began work on its documentary last fall, Bono, 


said, UL had already started to investigate the testing of 
polyurethanes being done by the University of California, 
which performed the corner test filmed by ABC. 


The University of California, Bono said, has been unco-

all. The formation will vary greatly from outside to center in 
flammability characteristics." 


When UL obtained some of the material, the boards varied 


in flammabillty from 30 to 60 — presumably more flammable 
than the material used in the ABC test. 


This reporter watched films of a scries of tests conducted 


by UL on this material. In on open corner test duplicating 
early work by the University of California, the plastic barely 
burned, dropping back quickly and leaving only a char con- 
fined to the comer. 


The test was then repeated using a fire source 10 times that 


of the wostcbasket and milk cartons used by the university, 
and this produced a more significant fire, but still not the 
conflagration pictured on ABC. 


FINALLY, UL constructed a 4-sided room after learning 


that a similar structure was used by the university on ABC, 
and the result was again very little burning. ABC filmed this 
test at UL's urging, but did not include It in the documentary. 


Moreover, in all of UL's tests using polyurethane plastics 


with a confirmed 25-flame-sprcad rating — the alleged classi- 
fication of the material shown on ABC — it has produced 
even less burning than with the material obtained from Cali- 
fornia. 


As a result, UL engineers strongly suspect that either the 


University or ABC — or both — was misled into believing 
they were testing low-flame spread polyurethane when it ac- 
tually was a more flammable material — the variable board 
stock produced by the California company. 


Based on UL's tests, only when true low-flame-spread pol- 


yurethane is subjected to a quite intense fire source will it 
burn seriously — and under those conditions, other building 
materials will burn as badly or worse. 


ACCORDING TO UL, none of the polyurethanes involved in 


the real fires on ABC were specifically identified as to formu- 
lation and none bore UL classification. Moreover, as in- 
sulation materials, they were intended to be covered and 
when used without covering, burned no more fiercely than 
fiberglas Insulation subjected to an open flame in another UL 
test. 


The documentary called into question the validity of cur- 


rent flammability tests. It charged that the Bunsen burner 
test, "devised by the American Society for Testing and Mate- 
rials (ASTM), and with a similar Underwriters Lab counter- 
part test, was used for years to prove that urethone didn't 
burn..." 


However, UL does not use any small-scale test like ASTM's 


Bunsen burner, according to Bono, who himself spoke out 
against such tests as far back as 1954. 


The'steiner tunnel test, also severely criticized, is never- 


theless capable of distinguishing the flammability character- 
istics of materials in a wide spectrum of fire exposures, ac- 
cording to Castino. 


"We have found one point at which the tunnel doesn't pre- 


dict performance, and that is with a 50-pound crib (a fire 
source 25 times the intensity of the waste basket used on 
ABC)." And in that kind of a fire, there is little chance of 
being protected by any other building material 
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Violations found in house built only a year ago 
Faulty furnace installations 
may be widespread: village

Improper furnace Installations similar 


to those suspected In an estimated 1,700 
Elk Grove Village homes built In 1965 
and 1067 have been found In a village 
employe's house built last year. 


Village officials acknowledge that the 


latest furnace violations were missed 
when the employe's house was Inspected 
by the building department and say the 
problem may be more widespread than 
they thought. 


The Herald disclosed last week that de- 


fective furnaces may be Installed in 1,700 
or more local homes. 


Phil llavlland, village fireman who 


lives In a new qundroplcx homes at 714 
Gloucester, said a special village in- 
spection of his furnace two months ago 
found the Installation violates three sec- 
tions of the village building code. 


"I HEARD ABOUT the furnace prob- 


lems through the rumor mill while at 
work. Even though my house was only a 
year old I wonted It Inspected because 
the furnace had been Installed by Scr- 
valrO'Metropolltan Service of Bcrwyn, 
the same guys that put In the furnaces in 
the suspect area," said Haviland.

months ago at his request, like he said, 
and found there were three violations," 
said Rcttcnbachcr. "Mass Inspection of 
all 152 units In the area are not sched- 
uled but will be done on request," he 
added. 


Havllnnd said he Is urging all his 


neighbors to have their furnaces checked 
by the building department which Is of- 
fering free Inspections.

Installations violated code 


Furnace installations in an esti- 


mated 1,700 homes built in 1965 
through 1967 apparently violated the 
Elk Grove Village building code in 
effect at that time. 


Up to four code violations may ex- 


ist In Centex Corp.-bulit homes In an 
area bounded by Salt Creek, Devon 
Avenue, Keswick Road and the west- 
ern village border. 


Building Director Thomas Rct- 


tcnbachcr said he believes the viola- 
tions may exist In all the 1,700 homes 
because the furnaces were'Installed 
by the same company using the 
same specifications. 


The furnaces were Installed by Ser- 


vnlre-Mctropolltan Service Corp- °f 
Bcrwyn, which has handled many 


other furnace installations in the vil- 
lage. 


The furnaces may also be leaking 


toxic fumes into the homes through 
the heating system because of defec- 
tive heat exchangers which crack 
and corrode. Area heating con- 
tractors have reported replacing hun- 
dreds of heat eschangers in the last 
• two years. The furnaces are manu- 
factured by the Johnson Corp. of 
Ohio. 


Village officials have known about 


the furnace defects for two years but 
did not make the information public 
until last week when contacted by 
Herald reporters. Village officials 
have hired an engineering consultant 
to pinpoint the cause of the furnace 
problems and expect a report from 
him in two to three weeks.

mine if defective furnaces or faulty in- 
stallations are responsible for furnace 
failures. 


"Any violations found will be cor-

can't read?' Now it's... 
He doesn 't 
want to read

By the year 2000, 80 per cent of the people in the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanski, Conant High 


School teacher thought when he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on Individualized instruction last year. 


But what was even more Incredible to Szymanski is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think the 
plunge in the reading level would be harmful. 


You see,'by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert. The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference. 


Szymanski heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already is present 
In the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already are carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS are the place where life moves at a rapid, 


efficient pace. Father grabs a newspaper on his way to the 


Test scores 
show students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary and reading comprehension. 


Here is an indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders are used here as 
an example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centlles, which give a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentile means 25 per 
cent of the students tested received high- 
er scores. 


• Wheeling-Buffalo 'Grove .Dlst. 21: 


Last year seventh graders ranked in the 
57th percentile across the nation in lan- 
guage skills on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills.

Achievement Test. 


• Arlington Heights Dlst. 25: James 


Montgomery, director of instruction, said 
seventh, graders scored roughly one-half 
year above their grade level on the Com- 
prehensive Test of Basic Skills, com- 
monly called the California Test. The dis- 
trict has a policy against releasing spe- 
cific test scores, Montgomery said.

Dwight Hall, assistant superintendent for 
instruction and pupil personnel.

train or he listens to the news on the car radio if he drives 
downtown. There's a television in several rooms of the family 
home, most of the kids have radios or tape recorders, and 
Mom can hop into one of the family cars and arrive at a 
shopping center .in minutes where she can buy just about 
everything she wants for her family. 


Today's school-age generation has been brought up on af- 


fluence, gadgets and the fast pace of urban life. They don't 
want to read anymore. Reading to them seems slow and 
tedious..They want learning to be quick, easy and entertain- 
ing. • 


At least that's how some teachers in local schools see it. 


"It's not that they can't read. They don't want to take the 


time," says Carl Flaks, chairman of the social sciences de- 
partment at Schaumburg High School. "The amount of time 
spent seems to be more important to the student than the 
content. There's a hesitancy on their part if they can learn 
another way, if they can just watch and listen. They want the 
short cut to learning." 


IRONICALLY, the suburbs have some of the best schools in 


the country. In fact, many families move here for that rea- 
son. And it's true that students read well above the national 
average, but at the same time these students seem to be

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Developer facing ^barrage' of suits?

Kaufman and Broad Inc. could face a 


"barrage of legal attacks" from Hoff- 
man Estates under authority granted by 
officials Monday for civil suits against 
the firm that bribed six 1968 village offi- 
cials. 


The village goal is twofold, officials 


said. It hopes to set legal precedents 
which would make bribery a risky in- 
vestment for developers seeking zoning 
or other favors from municipalities. 
Hoffman Estates also hopes to win a fi- 
nancial judgment from Kaufman and 
Broad equaling "unfair profits" the firm 
derived as a result of the bribery scheme 
to which it pleaded no contest last win- 
ter. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert has esti- 


mated the "unfair profits" at $5 million 
or $10 million, although the village will 
not be able to assess that figure until it 
reviews company financial records under 
discovery motions planned as part of the 
suit action. 


Suits by the village wore authorized 


Monday, when the village board directed 
Village Prcs. Virginia Haytcr to sign 


agreements this morning with two law 
firms. Cost of the suits now Is limited to 
$15,000 although the agreements permit 
the village to Increase that amount or 
withdraw its financial support if the suits 
still arc pending and the appropriation is 
exhausted. 


UNLESS K&B indicates willingness to 


negotiate out-of-court settlements wtih 
the village by 9 a.m. today, Mayor Hay- 
tcr will retain Hofert and Samelson, the 
DCS Plalncs law firm that handles most 
village legal work, and Hackbcrt, Rooks, 
Pitts, Fullagar and Poust of Chicago. 
John V. Ryan and Alan S. Ganz, who first 
proposed the village file suit, will be the 
attorneys from the Chicago firm as- 
signed to the case. 


The retainer agreements require the 


attorneys Involved to submit detailed 
vouchers of expenses and hourly rates 
for their time to be paid from the $15,000. 
If the village wins its case, one-third of 
any judgment will be paid to the law- 
yers, with 22 per cent allocated to the 
Chicago firm and 11 per cent apportioned 
to Hofert and Samelson. Ryan and Ganz 
arc to perform legal research and court- 


room functions, while Hofert is to pro- 
vide contact and information between the 
village and the Chicago attorneys. 


No decision has been made on what 


court will receive the village's suits. Ho- 
fert indicated Monday it is probable both 
state and federal courts will be included 
in the "legal barrage." The filings could 
include a counter-suit by the village as 
part of its answer to a suit filed Friday 
by K-B Barrington Homes, Inc., a K&B 
subsidiary, seeking a court of order for 
38 building permits and site plan approv- 
al for another 96 units. 


RYAN SAID HE hopes to file a federal 


suit "as soon as possible," although noth- 
ing may be submitted to the courts for a 
few weeks. The federal action would pre- 
vent K&B ^selling or transferring own- 
ership of its Hoffman Estates land, said 
Ryan. He also noted the federal courts 
provide more "speedy rcsloutions of Is- 
sues, compared with state courts."

'Fire!', an ABC documentary, Is questioned by Underwriters Laboratories. 


Rebuttal 


Underwriters Laboratories charges ABC unfair 


in fall documentary on polyurethane plastics

The recent rebroadcast of the ABC documentary "Fire!" 


dredged up a controversy that has smoldered without resolu- 
tion since the original airing of the program last Nov. 26. 


In tho documentary, ABC Science Editor Jules Bergman 


pointed an accusing finger at Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL), charging that UL had failed to warn the public of the 
fire hazard of polyurethane plastics and thus shared a large 
part of the blame for a number of serious fires involving such 
materials. 


In the first Interview UL has granted on the subject since 


then, Jack A. Bono, chief engineer of fire protection at UL, 
discussed with The Herald the ABC documentary and UL's 
work and findings since last November. 


Although UL has chosen not to issue a public rebuttal to the 


documentary (because of the complexity of the subject and 
because "we probably wouldn't have the last word, any- 
way"), the feeling at UL is one of betrayal through out-of- 
context quoting, misrepresentation and plain error. 


BONO POINTED out first that the 1969 report to the 


Society of the Plastics Industry, which ABC described as the 
"discovery" of the flammability of polyurethane plastics, con- 
tained "no deep dark secrets." In fact, it was a summary of 
information obtained from government and industry sources 
and from journals and newspapers. 


"UL sent questionnaires to governmental agencies, fire 


marshals, and code people asking about fires involving cellu- 
lar plastics," Bono said. "It wasn't anything that people in 
the field didn't already know — it came from them." 


In the documentary, Bergman asked UL Prcs. Baron 


Whitaker, "How could UL not act and warn people?" after it 
"discovered the high flammability of urethanes." 


Bono also expressed concern over Bergman's use of the 


broad generic term "polyurothano plastics" in the docu- 
mentary. 


"THE IMPRESSION given by ABC is that plastics tend to 


be the same. The fact is, they vary quite widely in character- 
istics, including flammability." Oije manufacturer alone has 
produced some 900 different formulations of polyurethancs. 


"The impression left was that the tunnel test results in low- 


flame ratings for plastics. This is not true, and we had delib- 
erately pointed out that the test has resulted in a wlde- 
flammability range on plastics — 25 to 200." The tunnel test 
measures speed and distance of flame spread. 


Bono added that "anything with a flame spread rating of 


200 or more UL will not classify." 


The documentary spoke of the "UL seal of approval" and 


"UL label" which it said "mean safety (to) untold millions," 
but non-consumer products like polyurethancs and other 
building materials are not tested for or given UL's seal. 


These materials arc tested for a specific characteristic, 


such as flammability, and given a classification or rating 
which defines that characteristic. Classification does not im- 
ply that UL approves the material as "safe." 


"SAFETY IS not an absolute," Bono said. "It's a matter of 


what degree of risk you arc willing to take. For example, if

"We finally found out it was a polyurethane obtained on the 


West Coast. It was represented as a material tested by UL 
and given a low rating." 


BUT IN fact, Bono said, what the manufacturer had sub- 


mitted to UL and received a low-flammabllity rating on was 
a spray foam. "The material used in the test on ABC was this 
material formed into board stock," Bono said, a use for 
which it was not intended and not classified by UL. 


"The problem is that the outside of this bun is exposed to 


the air and cures rapidly (meaning the chemicals react to 
form an air-filled bubble), but inside it may not be cured at

"But you would be concerned about having any wood in a 


theater 'exit hall where you would be moving a large number 
of people. Most codes would call for a 25 or less rating, like 
gypsum wall board or plaster." 


But UL's greatest concern now is unraveling the mystery of 


the polyurethanes that burned on the documentary — particu- 
larly the material burned in the "corner test." 


Before ABC began work on its documentary last fall, Bono 


said, UL had already started to investigate the testing of 
polyurethanes being done by the University of California, 
which performed the corner test filmed by ABC. 


The University of California, Bono said, has been unco- 


all. The formation will vary greatly from outside to center in 
flammability characteristics." 


When UL obtained some of the material, the boards varied 


in flammability from 30 to 60 — presumably more flammable 
than the material used in the ABC test. 


Tills reporter watched films of a series of tests conducted 


by UL on this material. In an open corner test duplicating 
early work by the University of California, the plastic barely 
burned, dropping back quickly and leaving only a char con- 
fined to the corner. 


The test was then repeated using a fire source 10 times that 


of the wastebasket and milk cartons used by the university, 
and this produced a more significant fire, but still not the 
conflagration pictured on ABC. 


FINALLY, UL constructed a 4-sided room after learning 


that a similar structure was used by the university on ABC, 
and the result was again very little burning. ABC filmed this 
test at UL's urging, but did not include it in the documentary. 


Moreover, in all of UL's tests using polyurethane plastics 


with a confirmed 25-flame-sprend rating — the alleged classi- 
fication of the material shown on ABC — it has produced 
even less burning than with the material obtained from Cali- 
fornia. 


As a result, UL engineers strongly suspect that either the 


University or ABC — or both — was misled into believing 
they were testing low-flame spread polyurethane when it ac- 
tually was a more flammable material — the variable board 
stock produced by the California company. 


Based on UL's tests, only when true low-flame-spread pol- 


yurethane is subjected to a quite intense fire source will it 
burn seriously — and under those conditions, other building 
materials will burn as badly or worse. 


ACCORDING TO UL, none of the polyurethanes involved in 


the real fires on ABC were specifically identified as to formu- 
lation and none bore UL classification. Moreover, as in- 
sulation materials, they were intended to be covered and 
when used without covering, burned no more fiercely than 
fiberglas insulation subjected to an open flame in another UL 
test. 


The documentary called into question the validity of cur- 


rent flammability tests. It charged that the Bunsen burner 
test, "devised by the American Society for Testing and Mate- 
rials (ASTM), and with a similar Underwriters Lab counter- 
part test, was used- for years to prove that urethane didn't 
burn ..." 


However, UL does not use any small-scale test like ASTM's 


Bunsen burner, according to Bono, who himself spoke out 
against such tests as far back as 1954. 


The steiner tunnel' test, also severely criticized, is never- 


theless capable of distinguishing the flammability character- 
istics of materials in a wide spectrum of fire exposures, ac- 
cording to Castino. 


"We have found one point at which the tunnel doesn't pre- 


dict performance, and that is with a 50-pound crib (a fire 
source 25 times the intensity of the waste basket used on 
ABO." And in that kind of a fire, there is little chance of

Residents 
with homes assessed at 


$10,000 will pay $18,50 In park taxes In 
1975 and $30 In 1076. Park officials said 
the rate would level off near $30 in 1077 
and 1078, tho final two years during 
which the $350,000 In general obligation 
bonds will be paid off. 


Money from the bond sales will be 


used to purchase tho first park sites for 
the rural park district. Park officials are 
considering a park site located in the 
Popper Tree subdivision near Pepper 
Tree Drive and Garden Road. Thc lots 
Involved could become a neighborhood 
park with playground equipment and a 
swimming pool. 


THREE OTHER land areas of five 


acres each in the north and south por- 
tions of the rural park district arc being 
considered for possible baseball dia- 
monds, swimming pool or community 
recreation sites. A four-acre site in the 
Pinchurst Manor subdivision is also 
being considered as a park district site. 


The $330,000 in general obligation 


bonds were awarded to Continental Illi- 
nois Trust Bank of Chicago for a 5.8 per 
cent interest rate and a premium of $135 
that will be paid to tho district by tho 
park. Continental's low hid for the bonds 
was favored in a 3-2 board vote over a 
low 10-year maturity bid with a 6.24 In- 
terest rate offered by Columbia Secu- 
rities. 


In tho 1073 tax bill, residents will only 


bo paying for the interest on the bonds 
with their tax Increase. Thc additional 
tax Increase in 1076 will pay for both tho 
bonds and the interest on the bonds. 


Thc board should be able to use the 


bond money within 00 days to purchase 
park-district land, at which time the 
park district's master plan Is expected to 
be completed, according to Eugene 
Dorsch, Palatine Rural Park District 
vice president. 


THE BOARD'S consideration of vari- 


ous parcels of land In the township is In 
accordance with the suggestions for loca- 
tion and types of park facilities that were 
made by residents In a survey, and that 
have been presented lo tho board In a 
preliminary master plan. 


Tho preliminary plan, which has been 


drawn up by Allen R. Caskey of A.R.C. 


Thc Palatine Rural Park District 


board apparently will allow residents of 
Thunderbird Estates to disconnect from 
the rural park district and annex to the 
Barrlngton Pork District. 


Thc rural board informally voted in fa- 


vor of disconnection at Its regular Mon- 
day night meeting. A formal vote 'cannot 
take place until the board's July 22 meet- 
Ing so that the Thunderbird Estates resi- 
dents' petition for the disconnection can 
be on file for thirty days with the park 
district attorney, as required by law. 


Edwin Bartz, rural park district com- 


missioner and Thundcrblrd Estates resi- 
dent who headed tho petition, said the 
residents received support and accept- 
ance for annexation from the Barrlngton 
Park District in April. 


THUNDERBIRD RESIDENTS will be- 


come members of the Barrlngton.Park 
District as soon as the district passes an 
ordinance annexing the Thunderbird 
area, which it is expected to do at Its 
next meeting. 


Thunderbird residents with homes as- 


sessed at $10,000 will be paying a tax of 
$34 to tho Barrlngton Park District in 
comparislon with the $14.45 they have 
been paying to tho Palatine Rural Park 
District, Bart said. 


Thunderbird Estates residents already 


have Harrington mailing addresses, and 
use the Barrlngton schools and fire de- 
partment services. Bartz said that most 
of the people living in the area have been 
paying the non-resident fee to have their 
children use tho nearby Barrlngton Park 
District facilities for years. 


"So, most of us believe that the Bar- 


rlngton Park District is more representa- 
tive of our needs because most of us 
have been a part of it for a long time," 
he said.

Rural park district members showed 


no opposition to tho disconnection of the 
area and mentioned that they at least 
were pleased that Thunderbird residents 
would be an active part of some park 
district. 


"The Thunderbird residents annexing

Traffic study recommends 


.5 million improvements 


An estimated $1.S million in street and 


Intersection Improvements for downtown 
Palatine Is recommended In a village-fi- 
nanced traffic engineering study. 


The traffic study calls for tho widening 


of Palatine Road, Plum Grove Road and 
Colfax Street to four lanes and Improve- 
ments at all major Intersections to in- 
crease the operating capacity and Im- 
prove tho traffic flow In downtown Pala- 
tine. 


Tho traffic engineering study was done 


for the village by engineer Rolfo T. Gus- 
tus at a cost of $3,600. 


The recommendations are based on a 


20-year traffic projection that takes into 
consideration the proposed downtown re- 
development, Wcstbury Development In 
Hoffman Estates and growth rate of tho 
existing traffic on tho road network. 


PRIORITY IS GIVEN to Improving the 


intersection of Palatine Road and Plum 
Grovo Road, which is already operating 
at Its maximum capacity. The recom- 
mended Improvement Is two through 
lanes and loft and right turn bays from 
oil approaches. Tho estimated cost for 
the Intersection Improvement and traffic 
signal Installation Is $255,000. 


The same improvements arc recom- 


mended at Palatine Road and Brockway 
Street. Duo to tho proximity of the two 
Intersections, it la recommended tho 
work bo done at tho same time or close 
together. The Palatine-Brockway im- 
provement would cost an estimated 
$105.000.

can't read?' Now it's... 
He doesn 't 
want to read

By the year 2000, 80 per cent of the people in the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanski, Conant High 


School teacher thought when he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on Individualized Instruction lost year. 


But what was even more incredible to Szymanski is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think the 
plunge in the reading level would be harmful. 


You see, by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert. The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference. 


Szymanski heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already is present 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already are carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS arc the place where life moves at a rapid, 


efficient pace. Father grabs a newspaper on his way to the 


Test scores 
show students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary and reading comprehension. 


Here is an indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders are used here as 
an example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centlles, which give a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentlle means 25 per 
cent of the students tested received high- 
er scores. 


• Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21: 


Last year seventh graders ranked in the 
57th percentlle across the nation in lan- 
guage skills on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 


• Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54: Stu- 


dents rank in the 60th percentile of the 
nation on the Bond Standardized 
Achievement Test. 


• Arlington Heights Dlst. 25: James 


Montgomery, director of instruction, said 
seventh graders scored roughly one-half 
•year above their grade level on the Com- 
prehensive Test of Basic Skills, com- 
monly called the California Test. The dis- 
trict has a policy against releasing spe- 
cific test scores, Montgomery said.

train or he listens to the news on the car radio if he drives 
downtown. There's a television in several rooms of the family 
home, most of the kids have radios or tape recorders, and 
Mom can hop into one of the family cars and arrive at a 
shopping center In minutes where she can buy just about 
everything she wants for her family. 


Today's school-age generation has been brought up on af- 


fluence, gadgets and the fast pace of urban life. They don't 
want to read anymore. Reading to them seems slow and 
tedious. They want learning to be quick, easy and entertain- 
ing. 


At least that's how some teachers in local schools see it. 
"It's not that they can't read. .They don't want to take the 


time,", says Carl Flaks, chairman of the social sciences de- 
partment at Schaumburg High School. "The amount of time 
spent seems to be more important to the student than the 
content. There's a hesitancy on their part if they can learn 
another way, if they can just watch and listen. They want the 
short cut to learning."

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U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crano, R-l2th, has 


proposed a "fence-mending" meeting be- 
tween Icoal community leaders and 
Army officials.

The suggested mectnlg was one of sev- 


en proposals for Improving Army-com- 
munity relations contained in a three- 
page letter from Crano to Sec. of the 
Army Howard B. Collaway. 


Crane wrote "I am not proposing a 


public meeting at which angry citizens 
would bo allowed to vent their wrath .. 


Murnano said Invitations to the meet- 


ing would be sent to the village board, 
the park district, which wanted to ac- 
qulro the land for a golf course; village 
departments and members of the Citi- 
zens Committee for Utilization of the 
Nike Base, an umbrella group favoring 
the park's position. 


Crano urged that the meeting take 


place "immediately," but Murnano sold 
It would probaby not take place for two 
weeks. Eugene Berg, undersecretary of 
the Army, earlier had agreed to such a 
meeting, but since then announced that 
ho will bo leaving his post by July 17.

K&B versus Hoffman Estates? 
Action could mean 'barrage' 


of lawsuits for developer

Kaufman and Broa4 Inc. could face a 


"barrage of legal attacks" from Hoff- 
man Estates under authority granted by 
officials Monday for civil suits against 
the firm that bribed six 1968 village offi- 
cials. 


The village goal is twofold, officials 


said. It hopes to set legal precedents 
which would make bribery a risky In- 
vestment for developers seeking zoning 
or other favors from municipalities. 
Hoffman Estates also hopes to win a fi- 
nancial judgment from Kaufman and 
Broad equaling "unfair profits" the firm 
derived as a result of the bribery scheme 
to which it pleaded no contest last win- 
ter. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert has esti- 


mated the "unfair profits" at $5 million 
or $10 million, although the village will 
not be able to assess that figure until it 
reviews company financial records under 
discovery motions planned as part of the 
suit action. 


Suits by the village were authorized 


Monday, when tho village board directed 
Village Prcs. Virginia Hayter to sign 
agreements this morning with two law 
firms. Cost of the suits now is limited to 
$15,000 although the agreements permit 
the village to Increase that amount or 
withdraw its financial support if the suits 
still arc pending and the appropriation is 
exhausted. 


UNLESS K&B indicates willingness to 


negotiate out-of-court settlements wtlh 
the village by 9 a m. today, Mayor Hay- 
tcr will retain Hofert and Samclson, the 
DCS Plalncs law firm that handles most 
village legal work, and Hackbcrt, Rooks, 
Pitts, Fullagar and Poust of Chicago. 
John V. Ryan and Alan S. Ganz, who first 
proposed the village file suit, will be the 
attorneys from tho Chicago firm as- 
signed to tho case. 


Tho retainer agreements require the 


attorneys Involved to submit detailed 
vouchers of expenses and hourly rates 
for their time to be paid from the $15,000. 
If tho village wins its case, one-third of 
any judgment will be paid to the law- 


yers, with 22 per cent allocated to the 
Chicago firm and 11 per cent apportioned 
to Hofert and Samclson. Ryan and Ganz 
are to perform legal research and court- 
room functions, while Hofert Is to pro- 
vide contact and information between tho 
village and the Chicago attorneys. 


No decision has .been made on what 


court will receive the village's suits. Ho- 
fert indicated Monday it is probable both 
state and federal courts will be included 
in the "legal barrage." The filings could 
include a counter-suit by the village as 
part of its answer to a suit filed Friday 
by K-B Harrington Homes, Inc., a K&B 
subsidiary, seeking a court of order for 
38 building permits and site plan approv- 
al for another 96 units. 


RYAN SAID HE hopes to file a federal 


suit "as soon as possible," although noth- 
ing may be submitted to tho courts for a 
few weeks. The federal action would pre- 
vent K&B selling or transferring own- 
ership of its Hoffman Estates land, said 
Ryan. He also noted the federal courts 
provide more "speedy rcsloutions of is- 
sues, compared with state courts." 


The village will face a tough battle be- 


cause there arc no legal precedents sup- 
porting Its case, the lawyers agree. The 
courts are showing "a strong and grow- 
ing sentiment to recognize novel and in- 
novative theory" in law, sold Hofert, not- 
ing comments by federal and county 
judges showing dissatisfaction with tho 
$50,000 fine the law permitted against 
K&B. 


While Hofert and Ryan agree winning 


their lawsuits "cannot be viewed as ei- 
ther certain or probable at this time," 
they both see the opportunity of creating 
"new precedents" which would reverse 
the current stiuatlon where developers 
can "brlbo with Impunity." 


K&B was silent on the subject Tues- 


day. Thoma Foran, representing K&B in 
Its suit against tho village, could not be 
reached for comment. His secretary said 
he had no plans for discussions with the 
village at any time during the day. Ro- 
bert W. Fish, K-B Harrington Homes Inc. 
president, also was unavailable. 


5 from suburbs killed 
in accident in Canada 


Five persons, including three members 


of a Mount Prospect family, were killed 
Monday when their van burst into flames 
after ramming a gasoline tanker near 
Upsalo, Ont., Canada. 


According to Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police, killed were Charles F. Kroll- 
kowskl, 48, of 1808 Willow Ln., Mount 
Prospect; his sons, Charles J., 15, and 
Allen J., 10, also of Mount Prospect; and 
a brother, Felix Krollkowski, 50, and his 
ton, James 10, both of Melrose Park. 


Police said the Krollkowskls were trav- 


eling behind a gasoline tanker on a local 
highway when the tanker suddenly 
stopped and the Krollkowski vehicle 
rammed It from the rear. Police believe 
that cither the tanker split or a valve 


broke and tho spilling gasoline ignited. 
The preliminary indication is that all five 
Krollkowskls burned to death, police 
said. The truck driver was unharmed 
and managed to pull the tanker away 
from the van so it did not burn also, they 
added. 


Tho five reportedly were on a fishing 


trip when the accident occurred. A sixth 
member of the group, John Krollkowski, 
18, of Melrose Park, apparently was'left 
behind at a camp and not involved in the 
accident. 


Charles Krollkowski is survived by his 


widow, Victoria, and two daughters, 
Linda and Kathleen, all of whom were at 
home in Mount Prospect when the acci- 
dent occurred.

Rebuttal 


Underwriters Laboratories charges ABC unfair 


in fall documentary on polyurethane plastics

The recent rebroadcast of the ABC documentary "Fire!" 


dredged up a controversy that has smoldered without resolu- 
tion since the original airing of the program last Nov. 26. 


In the documentary, ABC Science Editor Jules Bergman 


pointed an accusing finger at Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL), charging that UL had failed to warn the public of the 
fire hazard of polyurethane plastics and thus shared a large 
part of the blame for a number of serious fires involving such 
materials. 


In the first interview UL has granted on the subject since 


then, Jack A. Bono, chief engineer of firo protection at UL, 
discussed with The Herald the ABC documentary and UL's 
work and findings since last November. 


Although UL has chosen not to Issue a public rebuttal to the 


documentary (because of the complexity of the subject and 
because "we probably wouldn't have the last word, any- 
way"), the feeling at UL is one of betrayal through out-of- 
context quoting, misrepresentation and plain error. 


BONO POINTED out first that the 1969 report to the 


Society of the Plastics Industry, which ABC described as the 
"discovery" of the flammablliry of polyurethano plastics, con- 
tained "no deep dark secrets." In fact, it was a summary of 
information obtained from government and industry sources 
and from journals and newspapers. 


"UL sent questionnaires to governmental agencies, fire 


marshals, and code people asking about fires involving cellu- 
lar plastics,'" Bono said. "It wasn't anything that people in 
the field didn't already know — it came from them." 


In the documentary, Bergman asked UL Pros. Baron 


Whitaker, "How could UL not act and warn people?" after it 
"discovered the high flammabllity of urethanes." 


Bono also expressed concern over Bergman's use of the 


broad generic term "polyurethane plastics" in the docu- 
mentary. 


"THE IMPRESSION given by ABC is that plastics tend to 


be the same. The fact is, they vary quite widely in character- 
istics, including flammability." One manufacturer alone has 
produced some 900 different formulations of polyurethancs. 


"The impression left was that the tunnel test results in low- 


flame ratings for plastics. This is not true, and wo had delib- 
erately pointed out that the test has resulted in a wide- 
flammability range on plastics — 25 to 200." The tunnel test 
measures speed and distance of flame spread. 


Bono added that "anything with a flame spread rating of 


200 or more UL will not classify." 


The documentary spoke of the "UL seal of approval" and 


"UL label" which it said "mean safety (to) untold millions," 
but non-consumer products like polyurethancs and other 
building materials arc not tested for or given UL's seal. 


These materials are tested for a specific characteristic, 


such as flammability, and given a classification or rating 
which defines that characteristic. Classification does not im- 
ply that UL approves the material as "safe." 


"SAFETY IS not an absolute," Bono said. "It's a matter of 


what degree of risk you are willing to take. For example, if 


operative both before and since the documentary in providing 
UL with information concerning the specific material used in 
the test, its manufacturer and other test data. 


"We finally found out it was a polyurethane obtained on the 


West Coast. It was represented as a material tested by UL 
and given a low rating." 


BUT IN fact, Bono said, what the manufacturer had sub- 


mitted to UL and received a low-flamraabillty rating on was 
a spray foam. "The material used in the test on ABC was this 
material formed into board stock," Bono said, a use for 
which it was not Intended and not classified by UL. 


"The problem is that the outside of this bun is exposed to 


the air and cures rapidly (meaning the chemicals react to 
form an air-filled bubble), but inside it may not bo cured at

"But you would be concerned about having any wood in a 


theater exit hall where you would be moving a large number 
of people. Most codes would call for, a 25 or less rating, like 
gypsum wall board or plaster." 


But UL's greatest concern now is unraveling the mysterv of 


the polyurcthanes that burned on the documentary — particu- 
larly the material burned in the "corner test." 


Before ABC began work on its documentary last fall, Bono 


said, UL had already started to investigate the testing of 
polyurethanes being done by the University of California, 
which performed the corner test filmed by ABC. 


The University of California, Bono said, has been unco- 


all. The formation will vary greatly from outside to center in 
flammability characteristics." 


When UL obtained some of the material, the boards varied 


in flammability from 30 to 60 — presumably more flammable 
than the material used in the ABC test. 


This reporter watched films of a series of tests conducted 


by UL on this material. In an open corner test duplicating 
early work by the University of California, the plastic barely 
burned, dropping back quickly and leaving only a char con 
fined to the corner. 


The test was then repeated using a fire source 10 times thai 


of the wastebosket and milk cartons used by the university 
and this produced a more significant fire, but still not the 
conflagration pictured on ABC. 


FINALLY, UL constructed a 4-sided room after learning 


that a similar structure was used by the university on ABC 
and the result was again very* little burning. ABC filmed this 
test at UL's urging, but did not include it in the documentary. 


Moreover, in all of UL's tests using polyurethane plastics 


with a confirmed 25-flame-spread rating — the alleged class! 
fication of the material shown on ABC — it has produced 
even less burning than with the material obtained from Call 
fornia. 


As a result, UL engineers strongly suspect that either the 


University or ABC — or both — was misled into believing 
they were testing low-flame spread polyurethane when it ac 
tually was a more flammable material — the variable board 
stock produced by the California company. 


Based on UL's tests, only when true low-flame-spread pol 


yurethane is subjected to a quite intense fire source will i 
burn seriously — and under those conditions, other building 
materials will bum as badly or worse. 


ACCORDING TO UL, none of the polyurethanes Involved hi 


the real fires on ABC were specifically identified as to formu 
lation and none bore UL classification. Moreover, as in 
sulation materials, they were intended to be covered am 
when used without covering, burned no more fiercely than 
fiberglas insulation subjected to an open flame in another UL 
test. 


The documentary called into question the validity of cur 


rent flammability tests. It charged that the Bunscn burner 
test, "devised by the American Society for Testing and Mate- 
rials (ASTM), and with a similar Underwriters Lab counter 
part test, was used for years to prove that urethane didn' 
burn..." 


However, UL does not use any small-scale test like ASTM's 


Bunsen burner, according to Bono, who himself spoke ou 
against such tests as far back as 1954. 


The steiner tunnel test, also severely criticized, is never 


theless capable of distinguishing the flammability character 
istlcs of materials in a wide spectrum of fire exposures, ac 
cording to Castino. 


"We have found one point at which the tunnel doesn't pre- 


dict performance, and that is with a 50-pound crib (a fire 
source 25 times the Intensity of the waste basket used on 
ABO." And in that kind of a fire, there is little chance o 
being protected by any other building material. 
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1970 Brooktvood annex at issue 
Philippe may file suit 
against city over annex 


A lawsuit challenging the annexation of 


both the Philippe subdivision and the 
Brookwood apartment complex may be 
brought against Rolling Meadows by de- 
veloper John Philippe. 


Marvin Clink, an attorney representing 


Philippe, told the city council Tuesday 
night prior to approval of the Philippe 
annexation that the action might bring a 
court challenge from the developer. 


The challenge would be based on a 


question of whether contiguous bound- 
aries exist between the city limits and 
the annexed area. 


Clink said ho had "some questions" 


about the validity of annexing the Phil- 
ippe site because of uncertainty about 
the validity of the 1070 Brookwood annex- 
ation. 


The Brookwood site, which lies south of 


the Philippe area, may have been im- 
properly annexed to he city in 1970 be- 
cause the scvcn-ncrc parcel on which it 
lies did not border a city limit. Cook 
county Highway mops do not show the 
area to be In the city. 


Clink told the council he felt the Brook- 


wood annexation might bear upon the 
Philippe annexation, which takes In 
about 60 acres and some 60 homes. 


Youth, 13, dies 
after touching 
electrical wire 


A 13-year-old Rolling Meadows youth 


died Tuesday at 8:13 p.m. from injuries 
he sustained In a fall after touching a 
high-tension electrical wire leading to the 
Topps Department Store on Kirchoff 
Road and Meadow Drive. 


The youth. Mark Mctregcr, 2208 Kir- 


choff Rd., was rushed to Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital by fire department am- 
bulanco in critical condition suffering 
severe burns and head Injuries sustained 
when ho fell 20 feet from the top of a 
telephone polo where the electrical lines 
wore connected. 


The boy and his brother were appar- 


ently playing behind tho store and had 
propped a wooden board against a tele- 
phone pole which Mark then climbed, ac- 
cording to polko. He apparently touched 
a high tension wire leading to the store, 
which has been closed. 


Tho youth fell 20 feet from the top of 


the polo after touching the lines, police 
Bald. His brother, whom police had not 
immediately Identified, then ran to the 
city fire station located across tho street 
from tho store.

Rural park district 
taxes to go up $4.50 
o 
Jl ^ 


Taxes for most residents In unincorpo- 


rated Palatine Township will go up more 
than $4.50 next year because of bonds 
sold Monday by the Palatine Rural Park 
District. 


Residents with homes assessed at 


$10,000 will pay $18.50 in park taxes in 
1975 and $30 in 1978. Park officials said 
the rate would level off near $30 in 1977 
and 1978, the final two years during 
which the $.150,000 In general obligation 
bonds will be paid off. 


Money from the bond sales will be 


used to purchase tho first park sites for 
the rural park district. Pork officials are 
considering a park site located in the 
Pepper Tree subdivision near Pepper 
Tree Drive and Garden Road. The lots 
involved could become a neighborhood 
park with playground equipment and a 
swimming pool. 


THREE OTHER land areas of five 


acres each in the north and south por- 
tions of the rural park district arc being 
considered for possible baseball dia- 
monds, swimming pool or community 
recreation sites. A four-acre site in the 
Pinchurst Manor subdivision is also 
being considered as a park district site. 


The $350,000 in general obligation 


bonds were awarded to Continental Illi- 
nois Trust Bank of Chicago for a 5.8 per 
cent interest rate and a premium of $135 
that will be paid to the district by the 
park. Continental's low bid for the bonds 
was favored in a 3-2 board vote over a 
low 10-year maturity bid with a 6.24 in- 
terest rote offered by Columbia Secu- 
rities. 


In the 1975 tax bill, residents will only 


be paying for the interest on the bonds 
with their tax increase. The additional 
tax increase In 1976 will pay for both the 
bonds and the Interest on the bonds. 


The board should be able to use the 


bond money within 90 days to purchase 
park district land, at which time the 
park district's master plan is expected to 
bo completed, according to Eugene 


Dorsch, Palatine Rural Park District 
vice president. 


THE BOARD'S consideration of vari- 


ous parcels of land in the township is in 
accordance with the suggestions for loca- 
tion and types of park facilities that were 
made by residents in a survey, and that 
have been presented to the board In a 
preliminary master plan. 


The preliminary plan, which has been 


drawn up by Allen R. Caskey of A.R.C. 
Associates, Glonvicw, estimates that 128 
acres of park district land are needed for 
the more than 13,000 residents of the rur- 
al park district. The district presently 
has no land. 


Kaskey was able to estimate from the 


survey results that 94 per cent of the dis- 
trict residents are married and 72 per 
cent of the district residents have chil- 
dren. Thirty-five per cent of the children 
in the rural park district are between 
one and five years of age, and 39 per 
cent of the district's children are be- 
tween 6 and 11-year-olds. 


Thomas Patten, president of the Pala- 


tine Rural Park District, says that these 
percentages are good indications of the 
"immediate need for park district land 
facilities in the unincorporated areas of 
Palatine." 


OF THE 750 SURVEYS that were sent 


out to rural park district residents, 210 
were returned to Caskey. The three most 
requested park district facilities by the 
residents who completed the survey were 
for tennis courts, swimming pools and 
neighborhood parks. Other facilities re- 
quested included bike trails, golf courses, 
baseball diamonds and handball courts. 


Park district board members also are 


applying for state funds to accompany 
their budget of $130,000 this year and 
$350,000 in bonds in order to purchase 
park district land and construct facilities 
within the next year. The district has 
contracted Caskey to investigate poten- 
tial park district sites in the area. 


Public urged to watch for dumpers 
Township to enforce state 
litter act, avoid new law 


The Palatine Township Board will en- 


force the Illinois Anti-Utter Act to con- 
trol heavy littering on private property 
and public rights-of-way in unincorpo- 
rated areas. 


Tho township board of auditors had 


planned to draft and adopt a local ordi- 
nance that would give the township the 
authority to prosecute and fine persons 
who litter, and persons who allow their 
undeveloped property to be used as an 
unlicensed dumping area. 


But state statutes allow townships to 


fine littering violators and property own- 
ers who allow dumping on thler land no 
less than $10 and no more than $50 for 
the first offense and up to $500 for the 
third offense. 


Township Supervisor Howard Olsen 


said that Leo Campbell, an attorney in 


the Attorney General's office, advised 
the township board at its meeting Mon- 
day night to operate under existing state 
laws Instead of creating "local laws that 
say the same thing." 


A representative from the Cook County 


Sheriffs Police, also at the meeting, told 
the board that the only way violators will 
be apprehended by the police Is for the 
residents living near the township dump- 
Ing sites to be alert and report the license 
number of violators to tho authorities Im- 
mediately. 


By request of the township, the Illinois 


Attorney General's office has been in- 
vestigating several dumping sites hi Pal- 
atine Township. Most of the private prop- 
erty owners, in response to a request by 
the attorney general's office, have 
agreed to clear their property of litter.

Tune-out 


. Remember 'Why Johnny 


can't read?' Now it's... 
He doesn't 
want to read

By the year 2000, 80 per cent of the people in the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanski, Conant High 


School teacher thought when he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on individualized instruction last year. 


But what was even more Incredible to Szymanski is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think the 
plunge In the reading level would be harmful. 


You see, by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert. The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference. 


Szymanski heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already is present 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already arc carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS are the place where life moves at a rapid, 


efficient pace. Father grabs a newspaper on his way to the 


Test scores 
show students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary- and reading comprehension. 


Here is an indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders are used here as 
an example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centiies, which givo a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentile means 25 per 
cent of the students tested received high- 
er scores. 


• Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21: 


Last year seventh graders ranked in the 
57th percentile across the nation in lan- 
guage skills on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 


• Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54: Stu- 


dents rank in the 60th percentile of the 
n a t i o n on the Bond Standardized 
Achievement Test. 


• Arlington Helglits Dlst. 25: James 


Montgomery, director of Instruction, said 
seventh graders scored roughly one-half 
year above their grade level on the Com- 
prehensive Test of Basic Skills, com- 
monly called the California Test. The dis- 
trict has a policy against releasing spe- 
cific test scores, Montgomery said. 


• River Trails Dlst. 2G: Last tall stu- 


dents scored In the 59th percentile in 
reading comprehension and the 62nd per- 
centile in vocabulary on the Science Re- 
search Assn. Achievement Test.

the Jowa Test of Basic Skills, said 
Dwight Hall, assistant superintendent for 
Instruction and pupil personnel.

train or he listens to the news on the car radio if he drives 
downtown. There's a television in several rooms of the family 
home, most of the kids have radios or tape recorders, and 
Mom can hop into one of the family cars and arrive at a 
shopping center In minutes where she can buy just about 
everything she wants for her family. 


Today's school=age generation has been brought up on af- 


fluence, gadgets and the fast pace of urban life. They don't 
want to read anymore. Reading to them seems slow and 
tedious. They want learning to be quick, easy and entertain- 
ing. 


At least that's how some teachers in local schools see it. 


"It's not that they can't read. They don't want to take the 


time," says Carl Flaks, chairman of the social sciences de- 
partment at Schaumburg High School. "The amount of time 
spent seems to be more important to the student than the 
content There's a hesitancy on their part if they can learn 
another way, If they con just watch and listen. They want the 
short cut to learning." 


IRONICALLY, the suburbs have some of the best schools in 


the country. In fact, many families move here for that rea- 
son. And It's true that students read well above the national 
average, but at the same time these students seem to be

Is that of Corpuscle, tho bloodhound, who 
at tho command of "hod" would jump 
on his back, grab tho loosh with both 
paws and howl. 


"Animals act just like children," Stnko 


said. And ho should know. 


Stake, who has been working with dogs 


and owners for ID years, Is teaching a 
dog obedience — actually a people obe- 
dlenco — class at tho Rolling Meadows 
Park District. 


"I don't do a thing with the dogs," ho 


•old. "I train tho people." 


STAKE SAID his object was to show 


people how to train a dog and only in 
problem cases docs ho toko a hand in tho 
affair. In the case of Corpuscle, Stake 
said ho dragged tho stubborn dog for 45 
minutes, until Corpuscle finally gave up 
and started walking and heeling. Cor- 
puscle later became tho first bloodhound 
in 28 years to receive a Companion Dog 
degree — a novice dog obedience degree, 
Stake said. 


"You can't let them get away with 


something," ho said. But he stops short 
of beating a dog. "There's a difference 
between scolding and spanking and beat- 
Ing." he said. 


The training Stake teaches Is a firm 


hand on tho last and an occasional hug of • 
approval for commands well executed 
lie doesn't use bribes of food. 


"It's not always practical to carry a 


piece of liver around," Jon Fetzcrof Roll 
ing Meadows said. She has trained sev- 
eral dogs and dropped by this week's 
class,at Klmball Hill School to visit. And . 
the dog Isn't always hungry, she added. 


"I con train the dogs for them," Stake 


said, referring to his class. But he said 
It's better for people to train their own 
dogs. Besides saving money, they leant 
with tho animal. 


A DOG OWNER who sends his dog out 


to be trained, may not know how to 
handle tho dog when it returns, Stake 
said. "Tho dog often knows what to do, 
but tho people don't," he added, suggest- 
nlg that tho owners generally need some 
training, too. 


Stake said that one of tho most impor- 


tant things In training Is to take the dog 
for a walk. "Ho gets a better association 
with tho owner," Stake sold. Tho dog 
learns his master's movements and is 
cosier to train. 


"A dog docs reflect Its owner," Stake 


said. "I can kind of look at dogs and 
understand their homo environment," ho 
added* 


A nervous dog generally has a nervous, 


intense master and a calm dog generally 
has a calm master, Stake said. However, 
there arc some exceptions, he added. 


Too much Inbreeding has resulted In a 


number of very nervous, neurotic dogs, 
Stake said. The basic problem is that two 
private individuals will got together and 
decide to breed their dogs to make some 
extra money, Stake said. Tho two gener- 
ally don't check on tho genealogy of the 
dogs and could easily bo breeding two 
closely related animals.

Schaumburg's Civic Center late last 
week by agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, It represents a step-up In 
the probe begun almost a year ago by 
U.S. Atty. James Thompson's office. 


Slegel said he could not recall a specif- 


ic date for delivery of the materials but 
indicated it Is "one day this wek."

Kaufman and Broad Inc. could face a 


"barrage of legal attacks" from Hoff- 
man Estates under authority granted by 
officials Monday for civil suits against 
the firm that bribed six 1068 village offi- 
cials. 


The village goal Is twofold, officials 


said. It hopes to set legal precedents 
which would mako bribery a risky In- 
vestment for developers seeking zoning 
or other favors from municipalities. 
Hoffman Estates also hopes to win a fi- 


nancial judgment from Kaufman and 
Broad equaling "unfair profits" the firm 
derived as a result of the bribery scheme 
to which it pleaded no contest last win- 
ter. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert has esti- 


mated the "unfair profits" at $5 million 
or $10 million, although the village will 
not be able to assess that figure until it 
reviews company financial records under 
discovery motions planned as part of the 
suit action.

Residents' high-rise condo 
objections to mean new plans

Schaumburg residents' strong objec- 


tions to high-rise condominiums on 
Rosclle Road have sent G-S Building 
Corp. officials back to the drawing 
board, The Herald learned Tuesday.

Heights firm have agreed to replace 11- 
story buildings with structures not to ex- 
ceed six stories and will reduce the total 
number of unit* planned for the 60-acre 
site south of Lancer Park. 


Jano Matheson, an architect with Bab- 


bin Associates, land planners, said she 
met with builders Monday to discuss rec- 
ommendations given by the zoning board 
of appeals last week. 


"They (builders) have taken residents' 


objections to heart," she said. 


Originally, 026 units consisting of town- 


homes and three seven-story and two 


11-story buildings had been proposd.. 


She said that the number of units will 


bo reduced but said it is impossible to 
predict numbers until a new plan has 
been put together for the Aug. 7 contin- 
ued zoning hearing. 


The builder also has decided to adhere 


to planned-unit development guidelines 
that call for IS per cent three-bedroom 
units in each of three phases of the proj- 
ect, she said. 


The first plan called for a total of 15 


per cent three bedroom units in the de- 
velopment with half of that quantity in 
each of the first two phases. 


Miss Matheson said the new plan will 


also attempt to Incorporate a site for 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 in the 
southeast corner of the site contiguous to 
a five-acre site given to the school dis- 
trict by Miller Builders. 


Monday, when the village board directed 
Village Pres. Virginia Hayter to sign 
agreements this morning with two law 
firms. Cost of the suits now is limited to

Ho- 
fert indicated Monday it is probable both 
state and federal courts will be Included 
in the "legal barrage." The filings could 
include a countersult by the village as 
part of its answer to a suit filed Friday 
by K-B Barrington Homes, Inc., a K&B 
subsidiary, seeking a court of order for 
38 building permits and site plan approv- 
al for another 96 units.

sented the legal opinion of Leo James

Athe- 
as, spoke about the section of the Open 
Meetings law pertaining to closed meet- 
Ings for matters about the appointment, 
employment or dlssmal of an employe or 
officer. Ho said this discusses the "con- 
tinuing relationship between an employer 
and employe," which necessitates eval- 
uating personnel when negative opinions 
about the employe may be expressed. 
Conscquctly, a closed session may 
be called.

III. Atty. Gen. William J. Scott on mat- 
ters pertaining to school boards. 


Ronald Booth, from the-Illinois Assocl- 


tiation of School Boards, also presented 
views concerning the law in relation to 
school boards. The Intent of the board in 
calling a closed meeting is the important 
legal determination of guilt, he said. 


If discussion of an employe could be 


detrimental to him, the board should go 
Into executive session In fairness to the 
employe, Booth said. 


Both Hines and Booth said there are 


broad "gray areas" within the law that 
have not been tested. Sabbaticals and 
general leaves of absence were pointed 
out as two such areas. They stressed that 
the individual to be discussed should be 
protected. 


Booth sold a board cannot technically 


go into executive session to discuss board 
appointments or board conflicts. 


However, if a consultant is called in 


about differences between board mem- 
bers, an executive session may be held 
with him, he said. 


Hines said school boards should be as 


specific as possible when they call the 
motion for executive session, Currently, 
Dlst. 54 classifies all discussion con- 
cerning employes under "personnel." 
Hines suggested that "evaluation, salary 
discussion," or other more specific terms 
be noted where applicable in the future.

He doesn't 
want to read

By the year 2000, 80 per cent of the people in the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanski, Conant High 


School teacher thought when he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on individualized instruction last year. 


But what was even more incredible to Szymanski is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think' the 
plunge in the reading level would be harmful. 


You see, by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert. The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference. 


Szymanski heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already is present 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already are carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families'the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS are the place where life moves at a rapid, 


efficient pace. Father grabs a newspaper on his way to the 


Test scores 
show students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary and reading comprehension. 
, 


Here is an indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders are used here as 
an example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centlles, which give a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing .with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentile means 25 per 
cent of the students tested received high- 
er scores.

Last year seventh graders ranked In the 
57th percentile across the nation in lan- 
guage skills on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills,

train or he listens to the news on the car radio if he drives 
downtown. There's a television in several rooms of the family 
home, most of the kids have radios or tape recorders, and 
Mom can hop into one of the family cars and arrive at a 
shopping, center'in minutes where she can buy just about 
everything she wants for her family. 


Today's school-age generation has been brought up on af- 


fluence, gadgets and the fast pace of urban life. They don't 
want to read anymore. Reading to them seems slow and 
. tedious. They want learning to be quick, easy and entertain- 
ing. 


At least that's how some teachers in local schools see it. 


"It's not that they can't read. They don't want to take the 


time," says Carl Flaks, chairman of the social sciences de- 
partment at Schaumburg High School. "The amount of time 
spent seems to be more important to the student than the 
content. There's a hesitancy on their part if they can learn 
another way, if they can just watch and listen. They want the 
short cut to learning." 


IRONICALLY, the suburbs have some of the best schools in 


the country. In fact, many families move here for that rea- 
son. And it's true that students read well above the national 
average, but at the same time these students seem to be

Real estate sales 
tax plan surfaces 


A plan In Hoffman Estates for a real citato sales tax has 


resurfaced after a six-month hiatus. 


Trustee William Cowln said Monday night the village will 


pattern Its ordinance after one that went Into effect Jan. 1 in 
Chicago, although there currently is no way to know how soon 
a village tax would be Imposed or how it will work. 


When the village board opened discussions of a village tax 


stamp requirement for recording of deed transfers late last 
December and January, It was learned other Illinois munici- 
palities had found the tax Impossible to enforce. The proce- 
dure considered then required cooperation from the Cook 
County Recorder's Office In demanding proof of tax payment 
before recording deeds. The county, not required by law to 
cooperate, was unwilling to perform the service. 


Also, experts noted much Illinois property is held In secret 


land trusts, with the land remaining in ownership of the trust 
even after sale. The only change Is In the beneficiaries of tho 
trust, and slate law docs not require any public record of that 
transaction. 


Without assistance from the county recorder, and without 


knowledge of land sales through trusts, the tax could not be 
enforced, state and municipal legal export believe. 


Newspapers just trash now 


Hoffman Estates residents are free to resume discarding 


old newspapers with their weekly trash. As of Monday night, 
tho village is no longer participating in weekly newspaper 
collection for recycling programs. 


Papers left bundclcd next to tho garbage will end up in a 


landfill along with cans, bottles and table scraps. 


Facing a potential monthly deficit of $200 to $400 after a 


three-month trial period, the village board voted to dis- 
continue Its recyclable newspaper collections. Local ecolog- 
ists still may deposit papers at the recycling center and at 
tho municipal building, 1200 N. Gannon Dr.

Violations found in house built only a year ago 
Elk Grove officials fear 
/ 


faulty furnaces widespread

Improper furnace installations similar 


to those suspected in an estimated 1,700 
Elk Grove Village homes built in 1965 
and 19G7 have been found in a village 
employe's house built last year. 


Village officials acknowledge that the 


latest furnace violations were missed 
when the employe's house was inspected 
by tho building department and say the 
problem may bo more widespread than 
they thought. 


The Herald disclosed last week that de- 


fective furnaces may bo Installed In 1,700 
or more local homes. 


Phil Haviland, village fireman who 


lives In a now quadroplex homes at 714 
Gloucester, said a special village in- 
spection of his furnace two months ago 
found the installation violates three sec- 
tions of the village building code. 


"I HEARD ABOUT tho furnace prob- 


lems through tho rumor mill while at 
work. Even though my house was only a ' 
year old I wanted It inspected because 
the furnace had been Installed by SerT 
valre-Mctropolitan Service of Berwyn, 
the same guys that put in the furnaces in 
the suspect area," said Haviland. 


"After tho inspection, I got a letter 


from the village building department 
that stated'my chlnmey vent pipe was 
hot largo enough, tho hot water tank flue 
and connecting pipe to tho furnace fluo 
was not ttfc right size and there was not 
enough combustion air coming in to the 
furnace room," said Hoviland. 


Building Director Thomas 
Rctton- 


bachcr said, "Haviland's furnace was in- 
spcctcd by this department as was every 
single house in that area, a year ago 
when they wcro built. 


"His house was not knowingly passed 


In violation (of tho building code) but 
apparently It was, and It was this depart- 
ment's error." 


"\Vq inspected Hnviland's home two 


months ago at his request, like he said, 
and found there were three violations," 
said Rettenbac'her. "Mass inspection of 
all 152 units in tho area arc not sched- 
uled but will be done on request," ho 
added. 


Haviland said he is urging all his 


neighbors to have their furnaces checked. 
by tho building department which Is of- 
fering free Inspections: '

RETTENBACHER SAID the village is 


conducting inspections on an emergency 
basis while waiting for a report from a 
consultant hired by the village to deter- 
mine if defective furnaces or faulty ill- 
stollatlons aro responsible for furnace 
failures. 


"Any violations found will bo cor- 


rected," said Rettenbacher. "If we have 
to go into 2,000 homes to make furnace 
checks we will do it," said Rettenbacher. 


Haviland said ho received cooperation 


from tho building department. "But, 
when I talked to a Centex Homes Corp. 
representative, Larry Simon, the con- 
struction foreman in this parcel, I just

3 from village killed 
in accident in Canada 


Five persons, Including three members 


of a Mount Prospect family, were killed 
Monday when their van burst Into flames 
after ramming a gasoline tanker near 
Upsala, Ont., Canada. 


According to Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police, killed were Charles F. Kroll- 
kouskl, 48. of 1808 Willow Ln., Mount 
Prospect: his sons, Charles J., 15, and 
Allen J., 10, also of Mount Prospect; and 
a brother, Felix Krollkowskl, 50, and his 
son, James 10, both of Melrosc Park. 


Police said the Krollkowskis were trav- 


eling behind a gasoline tanker on a local 
highway when the tanker suddenly 
stopped and the Krollkowskl vehicle 
rammed It from the rear. Police believe 
that cither the tanker split or a valve 


broke and the spilling gasoline Ignited. 
The preliminary indication is that all five 
Krollkowskis burned to death, police 
said. The truck driver was unharmed 
and managed to pull the tanker away 
from the van so it did not burn also, they 
added. 


Tho five reportedly were on a fishinj 


trip when the accident occurred. A sixth 
member of the group, John Krolikowskl, 
16, of Melroso Park, apparently was left 
behind at a camp and not Involved in the 
accident.

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Remember 'Why Johnny 


can't read?' Now it's... 
He doesn't 
want to read

By the year 2000, 80 per cent of the people in the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanski, Conant High 


School teacher thought when he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on individualized instruction last year. 


But what was even more incredible to Szymanski is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think the 
plunge in the reading level would be harmful. 


You see, by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert. The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference. 


Szymanski heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already is present, 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already are carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets Is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS ore the place where life moves at a rapid,

Test scores 
shore students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary and reading comprehension. 


Here is an indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders are used here as 
an example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centlles, which give a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentile means 25 per 
cent of the students tested received high- 
er scores. 


• Wheellng-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21: 


Last year seventh graders ranked In the 
57th percentile across the nation in lan- 
guage skills on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 


• Schaumburg Township Dist. 54: Stu- 


dents rank in the 60th percentile of the 
n a t i o n on the Bond Standardized 
Achievement Test. 


• Arlington Heights Dist. 25: James 


Montgomery, director of Instruction, said 
seventh graders scored roughly one-half 
year above their grade level on the Com- 
prehensive Test of Basic Skills, com- 
monly called the California Test. The dis- 
trict has a policy against releasing spe- 
cific test scores, Montgomery said.

train or he listens to the news on the car radio if he drives 
downtown. There's a television in several rooms of the family 
home, most of the kids have radios or tape recorders, and 
Mom can hop into one of the family cars and arrive at a 
shopping center in minutes where she can buy just about 
everything she wants for her family. 


Today's school-age generation has been brought up on af- 


fluence, gadgets and the fast pace of urban life. They don't 
want to read anymore. Reading to them seems slow and 
tedious. They want learning to be quick, easy and entertain- 
ing. 


At least that's how some teachers in local schools see it. 
"It's not that they can't read. They don't want to take the 


time," says Carl Flaks, chairman of the social sciences de^ 
pertinent at Schaumburg High School "The amount of time 
spent seems to be more important to the student than the 
content. There's a hesitancy on their part if they can learn 
another way, if they can just watch and listen. They want the 
short cut to learning." 


IRONICALLY, the suburbs have some of the best schools in 


the country. In fact, many families move here for that rea- 
son. And it's true that students read well above the national 
average, but at the same time these students seem to be

other examples of facility problems.

Anti-smoke detector 
move gains momentum 


Opponents of a proposed Arlington 


Heights ordinance that would require 
smoke detectors In apartment buildings 
are attempting to mount a grass roots 
movement to prevent its passage at the 
next village board of trustees meeting, 
July I. 


Harvey Levin, an attorney represent- 


ing a half dozen building owners, called 
upon condominium owners to attend the 
meeting en masse to block the proposal. 
Levin was addressing a gathering of 
about 50 condominium owners meeting at 
Stonebridge Hilt apartment complex. 


Levin characterized the devices as 


"unnecessary improvements that are go- 
ing (o cost you quite a bit of money." 


Under the ordinance, which is being 


prepared In legal form by village attor- 
ney Jack M. Slcgcl, would require the 
smoke detectors In all new apartment 
buildings as well as existing ones. The 
older buildings would have three to seven 
years to Install them depending on the 
size and type of the building. 


THE PRELIMINARY draft of the ordi- 


nance passed the board earlier by a vote 
of 4 lo 3. However, it would need a clear 
majority, five votes, to become law. 


Levin sold he could favor the detectors 


in new construction, but "I don't see 
them as absolutely necessary" In exist- 
ing buildings. 


He said installation of the units would 


cost about $200 per unit, but that would 
not include the cost of "cosmetics" such 
as concealing the piping and wiring. He 
said the cosmetics could more than 


double the price per unit, and "I don't 
think that's a very reasonable proposal." 


The legal committee of the board voted 


to exclude single family homes from the 
smoke detector requirements 
unless 


there were major renovations or ex- 
pansions. 


Levin said the single-family home ex- 


emption indicated the proposed ordi- 
nance was politically motivated., 


ALL FIRE-RELATED deaths in the 


village recently have occurred in single 
family homes, Levin said. The board 
would include the houses In the ordi- 
nance " . . . if they were honest about 
saving lives." 


Ho said the ordinance, as written, 


"looks good on paper," and the trustees, 
in exempting single-family houses, are 
"looking to them as a source of votes." 


The Arlington Heights Fire Depart- 


ment has been a major force behind the 
proposal, he sold. 


"I know full well the way this, thing got 


here," he said. "The smoke detector 
salesmen going to the fire department 
and pushing this thing." 


A condominium owner asked Levin it 


there was any graft Involved in the vot- 
ing of the trustees. 


"I don't have any evidence of that," he 


answered. 


If the ordinance was approved, Levin 


said, "It's going to mean millions of dol- 
lars In the entire village," for the detec- 
tor companies. He said neighboring com- 
munities would bo following Arlington 
Heights' lead if the ordinance passed. 


'Fence-mending' parley urged on Nike Base 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12lh, has 


proposed a "fence-mending" meeting be- 
tween Icoal community leaders and 
Army officials. 


Edward Murnano, an aide to Crane 


said, the meeting would be held to "im- 
prove strained relations" resulting from 
the Army's decision lo retain control of 
the 75 acres of the Nike Base, Central 
and Wllxe roads, In the face of commu- 
nity and legislative opposition. 


The suggested meetnlg was one of sev- 


en proposals for improving Army-com- 
munity relations contained in a three- 
pago letter from Crane to Sec. of the 
Army Howard B. Callaway.

Remember ;Why Johnny 


can't read?' Now it's... 
He doesn 't 
want to read

By the year 2000, 80 per cent of the people in the nation will 


be reading on a fourth-grade level. 


Incredible? That's what Ron Szymanski, Conant High 


School teacher thought when he heard this prediction at a 
seminar on individualized Instruction last year. 


But what was even more incredible to Szymanski Is that the 


reading expert who made the prediction didn't think the 
plunge in the reading level would be harmful. 


You sec, by the year 2000 reading will be old-fashioned, said 


the expert. The knowledge of the world will be recorded on 
tape, transmitted by television or film and stored on comput- 
er memory banks for easy, quick and convenient reference.- 


Szymanskl heard the prediction along with educators from 


across the nation in the seminar sponsored by the Inter- 
national Graduate School of Education in Denver. But the 
trend away from reading that was forecast already is present 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Some of the bookstores here already are carrying tape- 


recorded books and lessons advertised as "The Easy.Way to 
Learn." To some suburban families the efficiency and con- 
venience of these gadgets Is particularly appealing. 


THE SUBURBS arc the place where life moves at a rapid, 


efficient pace. Father grabs a newspaper on his way to the 


Test scores 
show students 
do read well 


Although some teachers believe many 


students find reading boring today, test 
scores show they at least have the skills 
to read well. 


For years most students in the suburbs 


have ranked in the top half of the nation 
on standardized tests measuring vocabu- 
lary and reading comprehension. 


Here is an indication of how well ele- 


mentary and high school students can 
read. Seventh graders are used here as 
on example because all the schools sur- 
veyed gave achievement tests on the sev- 
enth-grade level. 


Scores often are recorded as per- 


centlles, which give a rough approxima- 
tion of a student's standing with other 
students nationwide. For example, a 
score on the 75th percentile means 25 per 
cent of the students tested received high- 
er scores. 


• Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21: 


Last year seventh graders ranked in the 
57th percentile across the nation in lan- 
guage skills on the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 


• Schaumburg Township Dlst. 54: Stu- 


dents rank in the 60th percentile of the 
n a t i o n on the Bond Standardized 
Achievement Test. 


• Arlington Heights Dlst. 25: James 


Montgomery, director of instruction, said 
seventh graders scored roughly one-half 
year above their grade level on the Com- 
prehensive Test of'Basic Skills, com- 
monly called the California Test. The dis- 
trict has a policy against releasing spe- 
cific test scores, Montgomery said. 


• River Trails Dlst 26: Last fall stu- 


dents 'scored in the 59th percentile in 
reading comprehension and the 62nd per- 
centile in. vocabulary on the Science Re- 
search Assn. Achievement Test. 


• Mount Prospect Dlst. 57: "Our kids 


rate in the 75th percentile nationally" on ' 
the Iowa Test of Basic Skills, said 
Dwight Hall, assistant superintendent for 
instruction and pupil personnel. 


• East Maine Dlst. 63: The average 


train or he listens to the news on the car radio If he drives 
downtown. There's a television in several rooms of the family 
home, most of the kids have radios or tape recorders, and 
Mom can hop into one of the family cars and arrive at a 
shopping center In minutes where she can buy just about 
everything she wants for her family. 


Today's school-age generation has been brought up on af- 


fluence, gadgets and the fast pace of urban life. They don't 
want to read anymore. Reading to them seems slow and 
tedious. They want learning to be quick, easy and entertain- 
ing. 


At least that's how some teachers in local schools sec it. 


"It's not that they can't read. They don't want to take the 


time," says Carl Flaks, chairman of the social sciences de- 
partment at Schaumburg High School. "The amount of time 
spent seems to be more Important to the student than the 
content. There's a hesitancy on their part if they can learn 
another way, if they can just watch and listen. They want the 
short cut to learning." 


IRONICALLY, the suburbs have some of the best schools hi 


the country. In fact, many families move here for that rea- 
son. And it's true that students read well above the national 
average, but at the same time these students seem to be

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Surveillance system W may bring suit 


The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 


Board of Education may bo facing a 
complicated lawsuit after canceling an 
$ss.ooo contract with the firm hired to In- 
stall an electronic surveillance system. 


The decision to .cancel the contract 


with Temptron, Inc. came last week af- 
ter months of trying to get out the bugs 
In the system that was supposed to bo 
completed last fall. 


The custom-designed system that links 


heat and motion sensors In the 17 schools 
to a computer In the Dist. 21 adminis- 
tration building has broken down repea- 
tedly over the post several months. 


ACCORDING TO school officials, al- 


though all components of the system ar 
In place and are capable of functioning 
separately, the unit falls often when it 
works as a whole. 


Temptron, however, maintains that tho 


system Is working satisfactorily. 


"Tho system has been installed and wo 


feel It Is operational," said Mike Shields, 
Temptron project engineer. "Wo have 
gotten into discussions on tho specifica- 
tions of tho contract, but wo feel the sys- 
tem is opera ting." 


The question of just how efficient tho 


sophisticated system should be may have 
to be decided In court. 


A BONDING company, Insurance Co. 


of North America, has been requested by 
the school board to come in and com- 
plete the contract. If the bonding com- 
pany stands by Temptron, the only re- 
course Is for tho Dist. 21 school board to 
flic suit against tho bonding company. 


"Tho problem is that the system is In- 


consistent In performance," said John 
Bargcr, Dist. 21 associate superintend- 
ent. 


The district Is still holding the remain- 


ing $10,000 of the cost of the system be- 
cause according to the contract, tho last 
10 per cent of the price is to bo paid 
when tho system Is accepted by tho 
school board. 


According to Barger, there were some 


questions as to whether Temptron would 
be capable of installing the system at tho 
time the contract was awarded. The firm 
submitted a bid substantially lower than 
tho other companies competing for the 
Job. 


Tho associate superintendent said be- 


cause Temptron posted a performance 
bond and financial statements on the 
firm and lu backer, tho board decided to 
give tho firm the contract. By law, a 
school board must accept the lowest bid- 
der unless tho company has been proven 
unrcsponslole. 


"THE BOARD really didn't have much 


choice other than to reject all bids," Bar- 
gcr commented.

The let- 
ter was formally approved and adopted 
by the park board Monday. 


The subcommittee also was directed to 


begin contacting prospective members 
for the citizens' group. A list of 20 tenta- 
tive members has been drawn up by the 
subcommittee. 


FORMER VILLAGE president John

for the committee chairman. His is, so 
far, the only name to be relesaed from 
the list of possible committee members.

placed on park districts under the new 
Illinois constitution.

The district has been faced in recent 


years with an Increasingly bleak finan- 
cial picture. Costs and expenses have 
been rising steadily while the tax base 
has been leveling off, district officials 
have said.
